There was hope of the outcome, he said, 
but it was a very slender hope. 

The morning bulletin referred to by Dr. 
Rixey was given out at 11:30 o'clock after 
Drs. Johnston, Sternberg and Rixey had 
been in consultation over an hour. It read: 

‘“*Mrs. McKinley's physicians report that 
she had a comfortable night and that her 
condition has not materially changed since 
yesterday.”’ 

While Dr. Rixey was slightly more hope- 
ful in his talk to-night, the patient’s con-

BIG TOBACCO. COMBINATION. 


New Company May Take Over the Com 
mon Stock of the American and 
Continental Concerns. 

It was common gossip in Wall Street yes- 
terday that another big combine is likely to 
be launched within a few days. As the Ter 
ports had it, a new company will be formed 
to take over the common stock of the 
American Tobacco Company and the Ton- 
tinental Tobacco Company, which will be 
accomplished by the issue of a 4 per cent. 

bond. 

According to one statement, the plan will 
be financed by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the 
Morton Trust Company. A member of the 
former banking house, when asked about 
the new company, said at first that he 
could say nothing about it, and then that 
he could say nothing yesterday. 

The terms of the deal are said to be that 
every 100 shares of the Continental Com- 
pany’s common stock will receive $10,000 
of the new bonds and for every 200 shares 
of the American stock $20,000 of the new 
bonds will be given. This will be equiva- 
lent to 4 per cent. and 8 per cent. respec- 
tively in perpetuity on American and Con- 
tinental common. At the same time, it is 
stated positively that the preferred stocks 
of the two companies will not be disturbed. 

It is understood that there will be 800,- 
000 shares of the new stock coming after 
the bonds and that this stock has been paid 
for at par, $30,000,000 being in the’ new com- 
pany's treasury for improvements, exten- 
sions, etc. The bonds, it is said, will be 
fifty-year gold bonds and will be a charge 
on the company. The incorporation papers 
are expected to be filed this week. It is 
thought that the revenues will show a large 
increase by the removal of the revenue tax 
on July 1.

STAMFORD COMPANY SUED. 





Officers Charged with Operating It 
for Ticir Personal Benefit.

STAMFORD, Cenn., June 4.—The officers 
of the Stamford Manufacturing Company 
have been sued for an accounting in the 
Superior Court. Stockholders allege that 
the officers are running affairs purely for 
their benefit, and that the company has 
failed to pay dividends, while the big sal- 
aries of the officers are paid promptly. 

The suit is brought by Samuel K. Satter- 
lee of New York, John H. Swartout, and 


Charles W. Minor of Stamford against Will- 
jam W. Skiddy. Mr. Skiddy has been since 
1887 President of the company, which is 
one of the few concerns in this country en- 
gaged in manufacturing licorice and dyes. 
The local mills have been running night 
and day for years, and it was believed that 
heavy profits were being piled up. 





WASHINGTON AFTER BUSINESS.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 4.—The de- 
termination to promote manufacturing in 
the District of Columbia, which has been 
expressed in public meetings of influential 
persons, has taken a very practical shape 
in the Northeast Suburban Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, which is resolved to offer induce- 
ments to bring established manufacturers 
to its district. At a meeting of the associa- 
tion en Monday evening a communication 
frora Thomas F.. Hanion was read, and ac- 
companying it was a copy of 4 contract 
by which Nicolas Auth agrees to convey 2 
strip of land 65 feet front by 250 feet deep 
for the use and benefit of a company in 
Oneida, N. Y., provided the company erects 
suitable buildings thereon and removes its 
plant to this city. 

The company is said to employ about 130 
hands, and strong efforts are being mae 
to have it locate in Washington in prefer- 
ence to going further South.

Jamestown, in Cape Colony, Sur- 
rendered After a Fight. 








INVASION ALARMS KITCHENER 


He Places French in Charge of Cape 
Colony Operations—Details of the 


Fight at Viakfontein. 








LONDON, June 5.—Thé War Office last 
night published the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria June 4: 

“Jamestown (Cape Colony) surrendered 
to Kritzinger's commando on the morning 
of June 2, after four hours’ fighting. The 
town guard and local volunteers were over- 
powered before our pursuing columns could 
come up. 


“Our casualties were three killed and 
| 


two wounded. The Boer loss is said to 
have been greater. 

“The stores were looted, but the garrison 
was released. 

““Have placed Gen. French in charge of 
the operations in Cape Colony.” 

The appointment of Gen. French, who 
has been recruiting his health in Cape 


; Town, to command the operations in Cape

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Colony, indicates that Lord Kitchener at- 
taches considerable importance to the in- 
vasion. 

The recrudescence of serious fighting 
brings further demands for the sending out 
of reinforcements. 

The surrender of Jamestown is regarded 
as a disagreeable incident, because it has 
provided Commandant Kritzinger with a 
fresh supply of the sinews of war. 

Details received regarding the fighting at 
Viakfontein show that it was one of the 
most desperate engagements of the war. 
Gen. Dixon’s column was traversing the 

* district and establishing posts, when it was 
attacked by 1,200 Boers under Commandant 
Kemp. The Boers were so close that fifty 
British fell at the first volley. 

The Yeomanry held the position, protect- 
ing the guns until they were nearly deci- 
mateds and then, finding it impossible to 
save the guns, the artillerymen shot the 
gun horses to prevent the Boers from mov- 
ing the guns. 

The column quickly recovered from the 
shock of the unexpected attack. The Der- 
byshires charged with bayonets, and, after 
a short, desperate fight, drove off the 
Boers and recovered the guns. The Derby- 
shires and Yeomanry both lost very heav- 
ily. 

It is asserted that, while the Boers had 
temporary possession of the guns, they shot 
two artillery men in cold blood for refusing 
to work them against their own comrades. 

Lord Kitchener, in a dispatch from Preto- 
ria, dated June 4, says: 

‘Dixon's report of the fighting at Viak- 
fontein, forty miles from Johannesburg, 
May 29, just received. On our side 1,450 
men, with 7 guns, were engaged. The 
force was returning to camp at Vlakfon- 
tein when the énemy, under cover of a 
veldt firé, rushed the rear guard, consist- 
ing of 2 guns of the Twenty-eighth Bat- 
tery and 330 men of the Derbyshires and 
Yeomanry. They temporarily captured the 
two guns. When the remainder of the force 
came into action the Boers were driven off 
and the guns were recaptured and the Boer 
position was occupied. 

“Our casualties were 6 officers and 51 
men killed, 6 officers and 115 men wounded, 
and 1 officer and 7 men missing. One offi- 
cer and 4 men have since died of wounds. 
lorty-one Boers were killed on the ground. 


The turther Boer casualties are not known. 
Reinforcements are being sent.”’ 

Jamestown lies about fifteen miles north 
of Barberton in the Kaap gold fields. It is 
thirty miles south of Aliwal North, and 
about thirty-five miles from the border. 
On May 28 it was reported that the dash 
of Kritzinger’s invaders of Capt Colony 
to the south had been checked at Vandoes- 
berg by Gorringer’s and other columns, and 
swerved northward. On May 2 the Boers 
were massing under Kritzinger to the north 
of Bailey. 


BANKER AND BROKER ASSIGNS. 


Philadelphian Who Accepted $8.75 Com- 
missions Fails for $20,000.

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 4.—Wili- 
iam H. Cole, Jr., banker and broker of this 
city, has made an assignment to his at- 
torney, B. F. Owens, for the benefit of his 





creditors. In the deed of assignment no 
preferred creditors are mentioned. The lia- 
bilities will, it is said, reach 820,000. Mr. 


Owens says that Cole assures him that his 
assets are equal to this amount. 

Cole, who is about thirty, began his busi- 
ness two years ago in the Drexel Building; 
from thence he moved to his present quar- 


ters on Walnut Street, and later opened a ; 
10 South Broad Street. ; 


branch office at 
Cole was reported to have made a fortune 
in the rise of Northern Pacific. Cole is said 
to be in Atlantic City, where his father-in- 
law lives. 

The amounts he invested for customers 
were in some instances remarkable for 
their small size. One man, it is said, in- 
vested as little as $8.75, while numerous 
other investors risked sums below $50. At 
present Cole is under bail awaiting trial 
on the charge of conspiracy with intent to 
defraud John W. Stoeger of Lebanon out 
of $2,050, which Stoeger alleges he gave 
Cole to invest for him. 





KILLED BY PRISONERS. 


In Desperate Attempt to Gain Their 
Liberty, Three Alleged Bank Rob- 
bers Slay a Constable. 

Special to The New York Times. 


TORONTO, Ont., June 4.—Frank Rut- 
ledge, Fred Rice, and Frank Jones, three 
alleged bank burglars extradited from Chi- 
cago, and on trial here for the robbery of 
a private bank at Aurora, were being trans- 
ferred from the courtroom to the jail to- 
night in a cab in which were County Con- 
stables Boyd and Stewart. The prisoners 
were shackled, and all’ were securely hand- 
cuffed. There is a steep incline near the 
bridge leading to the jail, and at the top of 
this incline a stranger approached the cab 
and threw into it three revolvers. Imme- 
diately the prisoners began to fire, and the 
constables drew their weapons and returned 
the fire. , 

Boyd at the first volley was shot in the 
head, the bullet entering his forehead and 
passing through the brain. He died a few 
minutes afterward. The cab had been 
stopped when the shooting began, and the 
prisoners Jumped out and ran to a trolley 
ear that would have carried them out to 
the country. Stewart was firing steadily, 
and hit Jones in the groin, but the latter 
ran on, and the prisoners, boarding the 
car, ordered the motorman to go on. 

The motorman detached his brake handle 
and struck at the men, and the conductor 
pulled the trolley pole off the wire. Con- 
stable Stewart came up with the hackman, 
and after a desperate fight the prisoners 
were recaptured and removed to the jail. 
Stewart was seriously wounded, but not 
dangerously.

BENEFIT BUILDING CO. 


Appointment a Surprise to Brooklyn 


Concern’s Officials. 

Officers of the Mutual Benefit Building 
Loan Company, in Brooklyn, were sur- 
prised yesterday afternoon when ex-State 
Senator H. J. Coggeshall of Waterville and 
W. J. Youngs, who was Secretary to Vice 
President Roosevelt when the latter was 
Governor of New York, walked into the 
offices of the concern, at 215 Montague 
Street, and announced that they had been 
appointed temporary receivers for the com- 
pany. 

Their appointment was made by Supreme 
Court Justice Seripture, at Rome, N. Y., 
on Monday, on the application of the State 
Banking Department. 

The Mutual Benefit Building Loan 
Company was organized in 1803, and has 
branches in various parts of the State. The 
stockholders number about 880. State Bank 
Examiner Slade has at various times of 
late made inquiry into the affairs of the 
company. 

As a result of reports made by him the 
State Banking Department on Saturday 
last applied to Justice Scripture for the 
appointment of temporary recetvers for 
the company, on the ground that it was 
insolvent. Lawyer William PF. Wyckoff; 
counsel for the company, submitted testi- 
mony of expert accountants who had ex- 
amined the books of the company to prove 
that it was in a solvent condition. 
The State Banking Department then 
changed its argument and renewed its ap- 
plication.on the ground that the law _per- 
mitted the State Superintendent of Bank- 
ing to apply for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for a building and loan company 
when in his belief such action would be to 
the best interests of the shareholders. 
Justice Scripture took the application un- 
der consideration, but the officials of the 
company say that they were confident he 
would deny it. 

Thomas Seward is President, Joseph B. 
McQuillan Vice President, and Edward 
Hartung Manager of the company. Mr. 
Hartung, when seen at his residence,’ 561 
Fifth Avenue, Brooklyn, last night. said 
the appointment of the receivers was en- 
tirely unwarranted. The company, he said, 
had assets valued at $270,000. and its lia- 
bilities. money owing to shareholders, were 
onty $220,000, 

In 1899 the company became involved in 
litigation’ with one of its shareholders over 
the foreclosure of a mortgage. The share- 
holder contested the foreclosure on the 
ground of usury. saying that the company 
exacted from him in addition to dues, in- 
terest on the loan, and a premium. Supreme 
Court Justice Marean decided against the 
company. but. the Appellate Division over- 
ruled this decision. 

The case was carried to the Court of 
Appeelé, and is not yet settled. As a result

Record of Nicaragua’s Consent to the

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, May 16.—A rec- 
ord of the assent of Nicaragua’s Congress 
in 1858 to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 
1850 has been discovered in the archives 
of the Palacio Nacional, at Managua. Sen- 
ator Morgan of Alabama, in his speech in 
the United States Senate, March 6 and 7, 
1901,. said the Clayton-Bulwer treaty did 
not have the consent of Costa Rica or 
Nicaragua.

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FATAL JUMP FROM 
THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE 


Robert Gibbens Bidwell’s Admira- 
tion Led to His Death. 








HE PREPARED FOR THE LEAP

A man who, from papers and letters found 
in his pockets, is known to have been Rob- 
ert Gibbens Bidwell of 1,425 East Adams 
Street, Jacksonville, Fla., jumped from the 
Brooklyn Bridge yesterday afternoon and 
at 6:15 o'clock P. M. his body was taken 
from the East River at the foot of Oliver 
Street. A call was at once sent to the 
Gouverneur Hospital, but when the ambu- 
lance arrived the surgeon said that the 
man had been dead probably an hour. 

The man was prepared for the jump, as 
he wore a life preserver, and his body was 
swathed around with towels, which were 
evidently intended to lessen the impact 
when the body struck the water. A num- 
ber of newspapers were also stuffed be- 
tween his body and the Jife preserver. 

The police,at the Manhattan end of the 
biidge said that at about 4:30 o'clock a 
ccnductor on the Fulton Street car report- 
ed at the Brooklyn end of the bridge that 
a man had left his car, and, waving two 
American flags, jumped from the bridge. 
Policemen were at once sent to look for 
the body on both sides of the river, but 
they found nothing, and later reported 
that they thought the whole story was a 
‘ fuke.”’ At 6:15 o'clock two longshoremen 
employed by the Clyde Line at Pier 34 
East River, saw the body of a man float- 
ing in the water. They called Policemen 


Otto Raphael and Jeremiah Sullivan of the 
Oak Street Station, who took the body from 
the water. 

The man was about 5 feet 10 inches in 





height, about thirty years old, and wore a 
dark gray sack suit and rubber- -oled can- 
vas shoes. In his pockets were several 


letters, a bicycle whistle, a pair of silver 
link cuff buttons, $1.11 in money, and a 
key to Room 76, Colonial Hotel, One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street and EHighth 
Avenue. He also had a late edition of an 
evening paper and a copy of The Jackson- 
ville (Fla.) Times Union, of April 12, which 
contained an account of a series of lectures 
which he was to deliver at the Park Opera 
House, in that city. 


LETTERS OF HUMAN INTEREST. 


The letters in the man’s pockets were ad- 
dressed to Robert G. Bidwell, care of Will- 
iam Turner, 223 West One Hundred and 
Twelfth Street, New York City. One of 
them was from the mother of the dead 
man, Mrs. A. G. Bidwell of 1832 Oregon 
Avenue, Washington, D. C., and another 
was from “ Alys,’’ 1425 Hast Adams Street, 
Jacksonville, Fla. 

The letter from the mother of the dead 
man was very affectionate. It was mailed 


in Washington on May 31 and was as fol- 
lows: 

My Dear Boy: I. was glad to hear from you 
and of your pleasant trip and your safe arrival 
in New: York. 1 know you enjoyed the ocean, as 
it has been_so long since you had a sea voyage. 
I think it is one of the orettiest sights in the 
world to sail up New York Harbor on a Summer 


evening. I read your letter and have sent it on 
to ‘‘ Alys,’’ as you requested me. She will be 
very lonely without you, and I am lonely, too,

William Turner of 2238 West One Hun- 
dred and Twelfth Street was not at home 
last night, and his mother said that he had 
gone down town to identify and claim the 
body of Bidwell. She said that Bidwell 
came from a good Southern family and, 
she believed, was related to Collector of the 
Port Bidwell. He came to this city on a 
short visit on Wednesday, the trip being 
purely for pleasure. He was a married 
man, she said, and his wife is now in Wash- 
ington, but did not accompany him on his 
trip, as her mother is very ill. 

Bidwell staid at the Colonial Hotel, but 
took dinner with the Turners last Sunday, 
and had promised to see them again to-day, 
when he expected some letters. He ap- 
peared at that time to be in perfect health 
and the best spirts, and the only reason 
Mrs. Turner could give for his jump from 
the bridge was that he must have been de- 
mented. She believed that he had written 
a book, but what it was about she did not 
know, but she knew that he was in the 
zinc business, and was employed by a com- 

any. 

Pairs. Turner recalled that Bidwell ex- 
pressed a _ remarkable interest in the 
Brooklyn Bridge while he was at dinner 
Sunday, and more than once brought the 
subject up while the meal was in progress, 
and afterward saying that it was the most 
beautiful structure in the world, and that 
he had visited it several times since his 
arrival in order to admire it. He was in 
comfortable circumstances, Mrs. Turner 
said, and financial troubles could have 
played no part in his act. 

At the Colonial Hotel all knowledge of 
Bidwell was denied. 

Ransom R. Champlin, who conducts an 
art establishment at 596 Columbus Avenue, 
was seen at his residence, 144 West Nine- 
teenth Street, last night in regard to Mr. 
Bidwell. 

“Rh poesiately impossible for me to 
account for Mr. Bidwell’s untimely end,” 
he said. ‘‘He was an old schoolmate of 
mine in Jacksonville, and was on a visit 
to New York for a few days. He was in 
my store this morning about 10 o'clock, 
and certainly appeared to be perfectly ra- 
‘tional then. He was in the best of humor, 
and laughed and chatted in a way to leave 
the impression that he had not a care in 
the world. 

‘Since the sad occurrence of this evenin 
T remember that on Sunday when he dined 
at my house he asked me several questions 
about persons who had jumped from the 
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bridge. One question was when the last 
man had jumped and whether or not he 
had been killed. I told him that d did not 
know whether he had been killed or not, 


but imagined that he had been picked up 
either dead, or nearly so. He also asked 
me how high the bridge was. 
I am under the impression that he did 

the act more for the notoriety it would 
ive him than for anything else. I cannot 

lieve that his intent was suicidal. He 
Was a very intellectual man, and was quite 
rerary. e recently wrote a book entitled 
the ‘Reign of Mind,’ and only yesterday 
morning asked me to accompany him to 
The Journal office to see Mr. Hearst in re- 
gard to some work he wished to do. 

‘““Mr. Bidwell was the son of well-to-do 
arents, his father prior to his death, a 
ew years ago, having been a well-known 
orange grower in Florida. He was in good 
shape financially, and his family being peo- 
ple of means, disproves any pecuniary ex- 
cuse that may be advanced as a cause of 
his death. e was a married man. His 
mother lives in Washington with a married 
daughter. They have been telegraphed for, 
and will reach the city in the morning. 
Mr. Bidwell was about thirty-two years 
of age, a fine-looking fellow, and of the 
pleasantest temperament imaginable.’’ 


BRIDGE JUMPER’S FANCIES. 


He Believed He Could Do Strange and 
Dangerous Acts Without Peril 


to Himself. 
Special to The New York Times. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 4.—R. G. 
Bidwell, who jumped from the Brooklyn 
Bridge to-day, was the son of the late A. I. 
Bidwell, who, in his day, was a leading 
nurseryman of this State, and lived at 
Arlington, across the St. John’s River from 
this city. Fifteen years ago he moved to 
Orlando, where he had a beautiful orange 
and fruit farm, and where in a few years 
he died. 

R. G. Bidwell married a daughter of Mr. 
Dewar, a retired physician of Orlando, and 
she and one child survive. They are now 
here, at 1,425 East Adams Street. but came 
here very recently. Mrs. Bidwell was seen 
by a reporter to-night and told that her 
husband had met with an accident in New 
York and was in a hospital. She said that 
she had recently received a letter from him 
from Washington, in which he said he was 
going to New York to see Mr. Hearst and 
seek work on The Journal. 

Asked if she knew of any reason why her 
husband might commit suicide, she said 
that she did not, but that he had fancied 
that he could handle dangerous things and 
do perilous feats without indury and im- 
agined that he was gifted with unusual 
powers, and that she had feared that in at- 
tempting them he would be some time hurt. 

Early in April Bidwell appeared here and 

laced an advertisement in The Times- 

Tnion and Citizen announcing that he 
would lecture in the Opera House and per- 
form a variety of extraordinary deeds, 
among:-them that he would handle 700 volts 
of electricity. When the night for the lec- 
ture came no audience arrived and no lec- 
ture was given. Bidwell has contributed 
articles to horticultural publications, and 
was considered a man of more than usual 
intelligence, but not well balanced. 

The Orlando orange grove was killed by 
the great frost of 1895, and it has been said 
that Bidwell’s mental aberration was mani- 
fested after that time. After the disaster 
he left the State for several years. 











BIDWELL’S MIND AFFECTED. 


His Mother and Sister Prostrated at 
News. of His Death. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—Mrs. Bidwell, 
who lives here, was greatly shocked at 
the news of her son's death. It was sald 
that while Robert Bidwell was never moody 
or despéndent, “f6r some tifie he had been 


unfortunately affected, and at times was 
irrésponsible. The opinion of his mother 
and sister is that he became temporarily 
unbalanced in mind when he committed 
the act which caused his death. 

While in Jacksonville Bidwell had written 
to his sister’s husband here sayimg that 
he had received offers of several positions 
and expected to accept one of them. 


WANTS CARELESS STREET 
CAR EMPLOYES PUNISHED. 


St. Louis Judge Tells Grand Jury to 
Investigate the Killing of 
Pedestrians. 

Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, June 4.—Particular attention 
is called by Judge Horatio D. Wood in his 
instructions to the June Grand Jury to the 
reckless killing and maiming of human be- 
ings by careless and incompetent street 

railway employes. Judge Wood says: 

‘*T desire to direct the attention of the 
Grand Jury to the wholesale slaughter of 


citizens by the operation of street cars in 
this city. Between Nov. 22, 1900, and May 
2", 1901, thirty-seven persons have died in 
consequence of street car injuries, and 
probably eight times that number have 
been injured. No dqubt, in many cases the 
injuries resulted from the negligence of 
the victims, but in most instances these 
woeful results have been in consequence 
of the reckless manner and rate of speed 
under which the cars are operated. 

* Manslaughter in the fourth degree, for 
the purposes of this charge, may be de- 
fined to be the killing of a human being 
by the culpable negligence of another, and 
is punishable by imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for two years, or imprisonment in 
the city jail for six months, or by a fine of 
not less than $500, or by both a fine of not 
less than $100 and imprisonment in the city 
jail not less than three months. 

* A number of these cases will be brought 
to your attention. In your investigation, 
if you find that the killing is in consequence 
of negligence indicating a carelessness or 
recklessness incompatible with a due re- 
gard for human life on the part of those 
engaged in operating the cars, or who di- 
rect the operation of the cars under time 
tables which exact a rate of speed dan- 
gerous to those who use the streets and 
which indicates culpable negligence,- you 
will return indictments against all such 
persons for manslaughter in the fourth 


degree.”’ 


MRS. CARR WINS HER SUIT. 


Watertown Bank Held Responsible 
for Acts of Its President.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., June 4.—The 
Ceurt of Appeals at Buffalo to-day handed 
down a decision in the case of Lillian 
Traver Carr of Poughkeepsie against the 
National Bank and Loan Company of this 


city. Mrs. Carr_is the widow of the 
Rev. Charles M. Carr, who was killed by 
the accidental discharge of a gun while 
hunting in the Adirondacks, leaving about 
$13,000 insurance. 

George H. Sherman, now deceased was at 
the time of the accident President of the 
National Bank and Loan Company, and 
was a Vestryman in St. Paul’s Church here, 
of which the Rev. Mr. Carr was rector. 
As an act of friendship Mr. Sherman of- 
fered to invest Mrs. Carr’s money in first- 
class securities. He invested it in bonds of 
the Westchester Count Water Works 
Company, the Baraboo Water Works Com- 
pany, the Lincoln Light and Power Com- 
pany, and the Washington Water Company. 

r. Sherman represented that the securi- 
ties were ‘‘ first mortgage bonds as good 
as gold.” Mr. Sherman said to Mrs. Carr: 
‘““These bonds are as good as gold; I will 
turn them into cash at any time.’’ 

The bonds were in reality second mort- 
gage bonds. The case was tried in Su- 

reme Court, Judge P. B. McLennan hand- 
ng down a decision in favor of Mrs. Carr 
for $13,000. The case was ap ealed to the 
Appalnts Division, which a iremen the de- 
cision of the lower court. Justice § ring 
in his opinion held the bank responsible for 
Sherman’s acts, and held that the bonds 
were not the kind of property she was led 
to believe she was receiving from her 
friend, who had volunteered to procure for 
her first-class securities.

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CONSTITUTION WRECKED 
WHILE ON TRIAL SPIN 


Cup Defender’s Mast Breaks 


and Carries Rigging 
Overboard. 












Accident Was a Bad One but No One 


Was Injured—Races with Colum- 
‘bia Will Be Postponed—Local 
Opinions —English Pleased.

NEWPORT, R. L., June 4.—Off Brenton’s 
Reef Lightship this afternoon a serious 
accident happened to the cup defender 
yacht Constitution. The boat was bound<- 
ing along in a whole-sail breeze, with its 
three lower sails set, when, without warn- 
ing, the starboard lower spreader, over the 
end of which ran two of the masthead 
shrouds, made of inch steel wire rope, col- 
lapsed or broke off at the mast. This 
brought the strain on the three remaining 
steel shrouds, which gave way, and almost 
at the same instant the big steel mast be- 
gan to fa]l over the port. It went over so 
gradually that all on deck saw it coming in 
time to get to windward, except Second 
Mate Nelson, who was caught in some rig- 
ging ana knocked overboard under the big 
mailsail. Fortunately, the crew saw his 
predicament, and by quick work he was 
hauled aboard. 

The mast broke about three-fifths of the 
way above the deck, or a few feet below 
the lower spreaders. As it went over the 
topmast shrouds broke the wooden spar in 
two pleces short off at its foot where it 
enters the top of the mast and again well 
up the pole tuward the top. Part of the 
topmast was saved, but some ten feet of it 
went drifting out to sea. As the mast came 
down, shorn of its topmast, it was seen 
that it would not strike the deck, and as 
the boom sagged into the port rail quite 
gently, the hull was not injured in the 
slightest degree. Both head sails, of course, 
were swept into the water, but the bow- 
sprit remained intact. Both the upper 
spreaders were broken short off wher the 
mast went down, but the topmast shrouds, 
which lead over them, held well, and in do- 
ing so smashed the big wooden pole which 
they were intended to hold in place. 

Seme of the shrouds when the upper part 
of the mast was fairly down were carried 
over the stump and remained there when 
the yacht was taken into the harbor. None 
of the sails was torn, and all can be used 
again. Fortunately three seamen had just 
come down from the masthead after taking 
in the club topsail. 

NO EXCITEMENT ON BOARD. 


Every one on board took the accident 
very coolly. Mr. Duncan lighting his pipe 
within a minute or two after the mast had 
collapsed. The crew at once set to work 
unlacing the mainsail and getting it aboard, 
It was a heavy job in the stiff breeze and 
sea. The men worked hard, however, and 
within an hour the great mass of canvas 
was safely on the deck. It was found then 
that the gaff, which is a hollow wooden 
spar, had also remained intact, and there 
was apparently no injury to the long, hole 
low steel boom. After the two headsails 
had been gathered aboard, and as much of 
the wire rigging as could be lashed to the 
boom and the remains of the mast, the 
yacht, in tow of the Eugenia, was taken 
back into the harbor. 

Except for the two masthead shrouds 
which go over the spreader, practically all 
the wire rigging on the boat was uninjured, 
and probably can be used again, as it has 
already been tested. The yacht to-night 
presents a sorry appearance as she lies 
off the torpedo station, with the great 
steel spar bent down until the top almost 
reaches the deck. The boom lies off to 
port, giving her a slight list, while the gaff 
is lashed to the remains of the port chain 
plates. Her canvas is also aboard, welle 
soaked in salt water. 

At the time of the accident Mr. Duncan 
had the wheel, as Capt. Rhodes had just 
gone forward to look at the headsails. 
Capt. Rhodes was quite near the mast when 
it gave way. but escaped with one or twee 
slight scratches on the face. 

The designer, Nat Herreshoff, was on the 
deck also when the mast collapsed, and 
with him were William E. Iselin, Rear 
Commodore C. L. F. Robinson of the New 
York Yacht Club, and Newbury Thorne. 
York Yacht Club, and Newbury Thorne. 

Capt. Nat Herreshoff assisted Mr. Dune 
can and Capt. Rhodes in directing the work, 

The Mount Morris, the yacht's tender, 
towed the Constitution to her moorings 
about 4 o'clock, and a long consultation was 
held between Mr. Duncan, Mr. Herreshoff, 


and Capt. Rhodes. Mr. Duncan when 
seen stated that he should not ask 
for a postponement of races set 


for June 15 and 17 with the Columbia, 
but he would hardly be ready to sail them. 
The crew worked hard till 6 o’clock furling 
the sails and getting everything snug for 
the night. The yacht will be towed to Bris- 
tol to-morrow morning, where, fortunately, 
another steel mast is nearly finished. Thé 
yacht will be refitted immediately, but it 
will probably be ten days or two weeks 
before she is in shape to sail again. 


THE CONSTITUTION’S SECOND TRIAL 


The trial to-day was the Constitution's 
second since her arrival from Bristol, where 
additional back stays had been rigged to 
strengthen the mast. About noon Mr, 
Herreshoff came down from Bristol on hig 
steam yacht, the Eugenia and looked over 
the two sails which were then getting 
gradually into shape. 

After the crew had finished their dinner 
the mainsail was again hoisted and 
preparations made for a spin outside the 
harbor. The wind at the time was blowing 
about fifteen or eighteen knots and as the 
tide was a strong ebb there was quite a 
lump of a sea in the narrow channel at 
the mouth of the harbor. The number two 
club topsail, however, was sét and with jib 
and foresail up the big white sloop started 
away from her moorings at a lively pace. 
It was practically a dead beat down the 
channel and in the choppy sea the yacht 
pitched not a little. There was more wind 
outside the harbor, but the sea was 


other. 
er the Constitution worked off shore she 


felt the wind considerably stronger and 
suddenly the lashings on the club topsail 
gave way and the big sail began to slap 
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and sewing around the topmast. The yacht 
Was sent into the wind while three seamen 
went aloft to clear away the wreckage and 
send down the spars. 

This took some time, so it was about 1:50 
o'clock when the yacht was again hauled 
into the wind and headed to southeast on 
the starboard tack. The yacht this_time 
was about two miles due south of Bren- 
ton’s Reef Lightship, going along at a tre- 
mendous pace under three lower sails, well 
heeled over in the breeze. The wind was 
srobably the stiffest that the Constitution 
had ever encountered. Just as all on board 
had begun to enjoy the speed of the boat 
and the way in which she was behaving, 
the accident happened. 

Mr. Duncan, when he arrived at Newport, 
said he was sorry that the accident hap- 
pened, but was pleased that no one was 

urt. 

Aithough the accident to the Constitution 
resembled that which overtook the Colum- 
bia while the latter was racing the De- 
ferder in July, 1899, only a few miles fur- 
ther off shore, the wind to-day was far 
stronger—in fact, fully as stiff as any 
areere that the 1899 defender ever encoun- 
tered, 

In the case of the Columbia one of the 
topmast shrouds jumped out of the star- 
board spreaders, which caused the topmast 
to break in the middle. The big pole struck 
the mast as it came down, and, like the 
Constitution's, the hollow spar collapsed 
immediately, but breaking further down 
the mast, so that the end, or head, struck 
the Columbia's side a good smart blow. 
All the wreckage of the Columbia went 
over the rail. 

The crew came ashore to-night, appar- 
ently in a happy frame of mind over their 
escape from a more serious accident. One 
or two of them did not hesitate to say 
that they had never felt quite safe while 
the yacht was under a press of sail, but 
that each trial had given them more and 
more confidence in the strength of the 
spars and rigging. 


CONSTITUTION’S MAINMAST. 


It Had Given Trouble from the Start 


and Was Braced Several Times. 

BRISTOL, R. I., June 4.—The steam 
yacht Eugenia, owned by John Herreshoff, 
arrived to-night. Mr. Herreshoff said he 
diz not know what the particular cause of 
the accident was. 

The mainmast of the Constitution was 
constructed of heavy angle frame, covered 
by bent steel plates, like the mast of the 
Columbia. The plates were closely riveted 
and buckled together, producing a very 
smooth surface from step to head. The 
outside of the spar was painted a dull 
straw color so that it appeared very much 
like a wooden spar at a distance. 


When the Constitution had her first spin 
in Narragansett Bay, the working topsail 
was slacked, because it was said the mast 
was so limber that its head sagged some- 
what to leeward. A remedy was found for 
this very quickly. Immediately after the 
first spin, on May 21, it was decided to give 
the mast additional support, and two new 
backstays were attached. The mast was 
much more rigid after this alteration, but 
there developed a peculiarity at the mast- 
head, when the boat had her topsail set. It 
was a snapping sound of the plates aloft, 
with the limber features of the mast more 
marked. It was decided that both the ad- 
ditional backstays and the backstays of 
the masthead were too long. They were 
shortened up several feet last Friday and 
Saturday. The accident to-day was, it is 
believed, caused wholly by the straining 
aloft. 

As far as repairs to the Constitution are 
concerned, the work of replacing the dam- 
aged plates and frame of the mast could 

robably be done in a week if rushed. 
averything is ready to take the buckled 
mast of the Constitution out of the deck 
and place it in the Herreshoff shop for re- 
pairs. There are a large number of mast 
—— rolled into semi-circular shape in the 
terreshoff shop at present. The duplicate

LOCAL VIEWS OF ACCIDENT. 


August Belmont Thinks It Is Not Seri- 
ous, and J. V. S. Oddie Believes 
Delay Will Be Slight. 


“Now, if Independence is to class with 
the other two big single stickers she must 
carry away everything above board,” said 
a@ yachtsman yesterday, in discussing the 
accident to Constitution. 

The stripping of cup yachts to, the very 
decks in a hearty breeze during their early 
races has become so common that it is now 
looked upon necessary evil rather 
than a deplorable contretemps, and prepar- 
ations are made in advance to offset any 
consequent delay. Only a few days ago, 


Capt. William Butler Duncan, while ex- 
pressing his regret over Shamrock II.’s 
experience, said, philosophically: 

“Well, so long as Constitution’s hull re- 
mains uninjured, everything can go by the 
board without causing serious delay. I 
have ordered another mast, boom, and gaff: 
in fact, Constitution will have duplicates of 
everything she needs above her deck.”’ 

He said these orders for extra gear were 
issued many weeks ago, so it is likely that 
they are in readiness by this time. At a 
pinch one of the big steel masts can be built 
in four weeks’ time at the Herreshoff 
shops, so no material delay is likely to 
result as a consequence of the rough experi- 
ence of yesterday. 

Members of the New York Yacht Club 
while regretting the accident, were inclined 
to regard the matter in a philosophic light. 
Vice Commodore August Belmont, head of 
the syndicate that built the dismantled de- 
pi said, in discussing the present out- 
ook: 


PREPARED FOR SUCH AN ACCIDENT. 


“Constitution has had every provision 
made for such contingencies. I do not 
know whether the extra spars, however, 
are finished. I am inclined to think they 
are not. There will be a delay of three 
or four days, I suppose. It is another case 
of history repeating itself, as the same 
thing happened to Columbia in 1899 in one 
of her trials off Newport, at about the 
Same place.” 

Vice Commodore Belmont would not 
into any explanation as to what might 
have caused the accident. The informa- 
tion at hand in regard to it was too vague 
for him to attempt an analysis of the root 
of the trouble. He did not appear to be 
worried or concerned about it, as every pre- 
caution had been taken to reduce the de- 
lays attendant on such happenings to a 
minimum. 

Commodore Lewis Cass Ledyard, Chair- 
man of the Cup Committee, was impertur- 
bable as usual, and calmly smoked as he 
went over the situation: 

“T do not think the accident will turn out 
to be serious. Columbia's accident of a 
similar character delayed her only three 
days, as I recollect it. I do not know how 
much the rigging may have been damaged, 
and I am not aware of the yacht’s duplicate 
mast having been finished. My impression 
is that it is not quite ready.” 

In view of the commonness of the buck- 
ling and carrying away of steel masts and 
spars, Commodore Ledyard was asked if he 
did not think the time was about ripe for a 
return to the good old days of wooden 
masts. He answered in the negative. 

**We have got beyond wooden spars, as 
we are building too large for them. Of 
course, the steel mast will be evolved final- 
7 to a state of perfection where its supe- 
riority to its forerunner of wood cannot be 
questioned. As to increased danger to the 
boat’s crew from their use, I do not think 
there is any more under the circumstances 
than there would be with wood. The steel 
mast and spars are much lighter and 
stronger.” . 

Another member of the club was disposed 
to regard the accident as serious. 

“) should think it — interfere with 
the first races of the Columbia and the 
Constitution, which are scheduled to take 
place off Newport on June 15 and 17. It 
is no slight matter to get new sails in 
salt water, and at that, in a torn condition, 
which of itself would render them useless. 
The Constitution was just getting her can- 
vas down. to racing trim; in fact, yester- 
day was the first time she had attempted 
to use her large mainsail. 

‘The date of the first race is only ten 
days off, and if she does make quick re- 
pairs, I fail to see how the boat can be 
expected to make any kind of a showing 
against the Columbia, who, if nothing hap- 
pens to her, will be in fine fettle. 


SAFETY LINE IN DEFENDER BUILD- 
ING PASSED. 


“The trouble with the cup defenders 
these days ig that they are being built too 
close to the danger line—in fact, we have 
got beyond the margin of safety. This is 


eloquently proved by the fact that acci- 
dents are expected and are provided for by 
the building of duplicate masts and spars. 

“The Columbia was outside the safety 
line, and so were the seventy-footers of 
last season, which were built so delicately 
that avery time a strong breeze and a good 
sea caught them out their seams opened 
and they got twisted out of shape and 
spent much time in the hospital. They 
have all been strengthened now, and will 
no doubt turn out to be good seaworthy 
boats as a result. 

“How Lipton, Watson, Jameson, and the 
rest of them must be laughing in their 
sleeves at us about now. 

“There was so much comment on this 
side in explanation of Shamrock II.’s mis- 
fortune—‘ Btrength aloft sacrificed in order

to gain lightness,’ ‘ rigging too light,’ and 
all that. and here we are now in the same 
boat. If Constitution’s mast is ready, her 
repairs should not take longer than ten 
days to complete. We shall easily get in 
shape before Sir Thomas, anyhow.” 

When seen at the New York Yacht Club, 
Secretary J. V. S. Oddie was unable to say 
whether the early part of the club’s sched- 
ule for the ninety-footers would be affect- 
ed or not. He inclined to the belief, how- 
ever, basing his opinion on the assumption 
that the accident was similar to Colum- 
bia’s, that there would be no cause for post- 
oneanent of the first race off Newport on

ENGLISH ARE PLEASED. 


Think the Constitution’s Accident Puts 
the Laugh on Their Side. 


LONDON, June 5.—Regret, not unmixed 
with satisfaction, is expressed at the acci- 
dent which has befallen the Constitution; 
and her misfortune is held to prove that 
yacht designers on both sides of the At- 
lantic show a tendency to cut matters too 
fine, 

“The laugh is on our side now,” says 
The Daily News. ‘ Yacht racing will soon 
become a dangerous sport if ships are not 
allowed a larger margin of safety.’”’ 

The Daily Graphic says: “ These acci- 
dents raise doubts as to the principle of 
telescoping a topmast into a hollow steel 


mainmast and point the moral that a cut- 
ter rig is not suited to such large boats. 
Cutters of the size of the two Shamrocks 
and the Constitution are dangerous mon- 
strosities.’’ 

The Daily Chronicle says: ‘‘ The Consti- 
tution has exhibited sportsmanlike spirit 
and scorned to take an unfair advantage 
of the Shamrock II. At any rate, the 
double accident will dispel the belief in 
the special ill-luck of the challenger.” 


COURT-MARTIAL FOR CADET. 


Annapolis Upper Classman Caught in 
the Act of Hazing—Is Under Arrest. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 4.—There is one 
cadet who does not share in the prevailing 
gayety of graduation week. This is Calvin 
J. Cressy of California, a member of the 
fourth class, who is under arrest on the 
charge of hazing, or, to be more exact, 
‘‘running”’ a cadet who has just entered. 


An order has arrived from the Secretary of 
the Navy to hold a court-martial in his 
case, and the matter will be taken up im- 
mediately after this week. Cadet Cressy 
will lose this Summer’s cruise at any rate 
as a part of his punishment, but the opin- 
ion prevails that he will be dealt with se- 
verely. 

The particular offense occurred lust Sat- 
urday night. Cressy had obtained permis- 
sion to visit the quarters of the new cadets, 
and it is claimed that he compelled one of 
them to stand on his head. It was at this 
time that the officer arrived. The nayal 
authorities have been stamping out these 
practices with such rigor that it is thought 
that an example will be made.

They have se- 
cured positions in the engineering depart- 
ment of the Guayaquil and Quito Railroad, 
which is being constructed in Ecuador 
across the Andes Mountains. Ex-Cadet 
John A. Cleveland of Alabama was called 
South at the last moment owing to the se- 
rious illness of his fiancée. 

‘1! feel that we have not been accorded 
justice,” said Mr. Mahaffey. ‘‘We knew 
nothing of the evidence that was brought 
against us, and were denied the privile e 
of seeing it by the Secretary of War. We 
were not represented at the investigation, 
as it was not a trial, but were asked hun- 
dreds of questions which tended to show 
that we were guilty, but very few to show 
that we should not be found guilty.” 

Mr. Bowlby was more outspoken than 
Mr. Mahaffey. He said: 

“The Secretary refused to let us look 
at the evidence, and said that he had al- 
ready made up his mind not to reconsider 
the matter. I know that we could not be 
expelled for taking part in the demonstra- 
tion, as Cadet eanastey was not present 
when the n was pulled to Col. Mills’s 
house. I did not take part. though I was 
there. We were selected simply as victims 
to serve as examples for the rest of the 
corps. This last is not a surmise, for I was 
told so by the Secretary of War.. I cer- 
tainly feel that a great injustice has been 
done us.

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TO BE NO EXTRA SESSION 


President McKinley Will Go Ahead 
with Plans for Philippine 
Government. 


He Will Act on the Theory that the 
United States Is in Military Occu- 
pation of the Islands.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—President Mc- 
Kinley decided to-day not to call an extra 
session of. Congress. This decision was 
based on Secretary Root's opinion that the 
President has power enough to go ahead 
with his plans for the Philippines. 

He will not wait for a printed copy of the 
decisions, but will proceed under the mili- 
tary power, and act on the theory that 
the United States is in military occupa- 
tion of the Philippines now, whatever their 
status may ultimately be found to be. This 
leaves out of the question the validity of 
the Spooner act. Whether or not the Presi- 
dent has power under that law, he has 
power enough, Secretary Root holds, by vir- 
tue of the military occupation. 

Mr. Root will therefore promulgate the 
Philippine tariff without regard to the 
action of the Supreme Court. This is 
simply a modification of the present tariff, 
which is in its turn a modification of the 
old Spanish tariff. In the meantime Secre- 
tary Gage's decision to continue collecting 
duties under the Dingley tariff is upheld, 
and that tariff will continue in force. 

As to Philippine civil government, the 
same reasoning holds, and the President 
has come to the same decision. Civil gov- 
ernment can be put in force in the Philip- 
pines under the military power, and could 
have been so put in force at any time in the 
past if the conditions had warranted it. 
It is true that the plan contemplates the 
supercession of the military power by a 
civil government, but that is construed by 
the President and Secretary Root as an act 
of the military power. He could withdraw 


nine-tenths of the army from the Philip- 
pines and leave in their places police under 
a civil Governor, and still be acting under 
the military power. 

The decision of the President and the 
Cabinet was announced after the Cabinet 
meeting in the following statement issued 
by Secretary Cortelyou: 

“The President has determined that 
existing conditions do not require or war- 
rant calling Congress together during the 
present Summer or making any change in 
the policy hitherto pursued and announced 
in regard to the Philippine Islands. 

These determinations followed a careful 
study of the decisions of the court by At- 
torney General Knox and Secretary Root, 
the results of which were made known at 
the Cabinet meeting. After two hours’ dis- 
cussion the Cabinet was unanimous in the 
opinion that the recent Supreme Court de- 
cisions called for no change in the Govern- 
ment’s programme. Secretary Root has had 
little doubt at any time since the court's 
action of the feasibility of continuing the 
execution of the Philippine programme 
without violating any of the principles 
enunciated by the court, and his study of 
the court’s opinions was mainly to make 
sure that he had not overlooked anything 
in the decisions that might qualify that 
belief on his part. He has not found in any 
of the opinions delivered by the Justices 
anything to shake his original idea, and 
having so advised the Cabinet, Attorney 
General Knox, after an independent con- 
sideration of the decisions was of the same 
mind, so the original programme will be 
earried out. The Attorney General sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet a very elaborate re- 
view of the Supreme Court decisions with 
his conclusions thereon. 

As to the legal status of the islands, the 
officials have nothing to say, but while re- 
serving full liberty to meet any legal at- 
tacks as may be thought best, the general 
statement is made that the exercise of au- 
therity in the Philippines is to be by virtue 
of the supreme power reposed in the Presi- 
dent; it may be either as Commander-in- 
Chief of the. United States military estab- 
lishment or by reason of the special desig- 
nation in the Spooner law; perhaps either, 
it is said, would be sufficient. 

The Civil Government to be set up ts to 
be established under the Military Govern- 
ment, and will be a Civil Government ex- 
ercised through the military power of the 
President. The Collector at San Francisco 
will continue collecting Dingley duties on 
imports from the Philippines, as the Cabi- 
net has assured itself that the practice is 
legal, or at any rate that they are not 
bound to declare otherwise in the absence 
of a controlling decision by the highest 
judicial authority. The failure of the court 
to announce a decision in the fourteen dia- 
mond rings case—-the one involving the 
legality of the imposition of Dingley du- 
ties on goods coming from the Philippines, 
is regarded as warranting the belief that 
the court did not find in this case a paral- 
lel to the De Lima case. 

The report of the Philippine Commission 
setting out in vast detail the complete 
scheme of civil government devised by 
them is now in Washington, and, the legal 
difficulty being passed, consideration will 
be now given to this report. It would not 
be feasible to notify Judge Taft by mail of 
his appointment as the first Civil Governor 
of the Philippines in time for him to as- 
noms office July 1, so this must be done by 
ca e. 

The Supreme Court decisions as viewed 
by the Administration, settle, first, that 
the Foraker act is constitutional; second, 
that the collection of duties on Porto 
Rican products between the time of the 
cession of the Island of Porto Rico and 
the passage of the Foraker act was illegal 
and must be refunded. These are held to 
be the main essential points of the deci- 
sions. Nothing in them is construed to 
apply to the tariff situation as between 
the United States and the Philippines. 

The conclusions of the Cabinet are not 
based on any knowledge as to the prospec- 
tive Philippines decision of the Supreme 
Court. though it is declared there is little 
apprehension as to the findings of that 
decision. If the present system is upset 
in that decision, which is not anticipated, 
there will be little difficulty, it is believed, 
in refunding the amounts meantime collect- 
ed under protest.

AGUINALDO GIVES ADVICE. 


Sends Word to Cailles to Give Up Im- 
mediately—Removal of Judges . 
Displeases Federalists. 


MANILA, June 4.—Guevarra, Adjutant to 
Gen. Cailles, had a three hours’ interview 
with Aguinaldo to-day. He said that 
Cailles did not believe that Aguinaldo had 
been captured, and consequently issued a 
proclamation characterizing Aguinaldo’s 
address to the Filipino people as an Amer- 
ican trick. Aguinaldo, through Guevarra, 
advised Cailles to surrender immediately. 
After this interview Gens. Wade and Sum- 
ner informed Guevarra that Cailles must 
notify the latter not later than next Mon- 


day of his decision in the matter. The 
American Generals declined to guarantee 
that Cailles would not be prosecuted.

CUBANS LIKELY TO YIELD. 


Belief in Washington that They Will 
Accept the Platt Amendment. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—Inside tnforma- 
tion concerning the action of the Cuban 
Convention on the Platt amendment has 
just been received in Washington. It ap- 
pears that the first draft of the amend- 
ment, as interpreted by the majority of 
the Committee on Relations with the 
United States, was submitted to Gen. 
Wood, and by him sent to Washington. 


This draft was not an extensive document, 
and was approved by Secretary Root, an 


his approval was made known to the Cu- 
ban Convention. ' 

But when the matter came up for dis- 
cussion it was found that there were a 
number of delegates whose votes could 
only be obtained by the extended altera- 
tions, amendments, and I 
which finally were adopted by the conven- 
tion and rejected by Seeretary Root. 

It is stated officially that the people of 
Cuba believed at first that the Platt 
amendment had been adopted, and that 
they were satisfied. Such was the belief 
of the people of the United States until 
the draft of the adopted amendment was 
received here. 

The belief is expressed in official circles 
here that the Cuban people as a whole are 
perfectly satisfied with the Platt amend- 
ment and that it will finally be adopted.

Brooklyn Promoter’s Contract Thrown 
Out by Havana Municipal Council. 
HAVANA, June 4.—The Municipal Coun- 
cil of Havana to-day unanimously rejected 
the Dady bid for the sewering and paving 
contract, on the ground: that it is too high. 
Sefior Gener, the Mayor, says the con- 
tract should be advertised more extensively 
and for a longer period than before. The

GEN. URIBE-URIBE LOOKING 
FOR 106,000 PESETAS. 


Fails to Get Them, So, Through New 
York Police, Causes Arrest of a 


Porto Rican at San Juan. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, June 4.—Luis 
Moret Munoz, a relative of the ex-Presi- 
dent of the Federal Party, Luis Munoz Riv- 
era, was arrested here to-day by the police 
on the arrival of the United States trans- 
port McClellan from New York. He is now 
under detention at the residence of Chief of 
Police Bernos. 

Munoz says he received a package in Car- 
acas to deliver to Gen. Uribe-Uribe, the 
Colombian insurgent leader, who is now in 
New York City, but that he left the pack- 
age with the purser of the steamer, not 
being aware of its value. He thinks the 
consignee called after he had started on 
his return to Porto Rico, and, having found 
that he had gone, notified Capt. Titus of 


the New York police, instead of making 
inquiries of the purser, 

The steamer Philadelphia is due to ar- 
rive here to-morrow morning, and Munoz 
hopes to find the package and to clear him- 
self of the charge upon which his arrest 
was directed from New York. Chief of Po- 
lice Bernos expresses the opinion that a 
mistake has been made. 

On last Monday a man who gave his 
name as Gen. Uribe-Uribe, who is stopping 
at the Hoffman Arms, 640 Madison Ave- 
nue, called at Police Headquarters and re- 
»orted to Capt. Titus that a man named 
,ouis Moret Munoz, who had been intrust- 
ed with 106,000 pesetas to bring to him, 
had failed to materialize, and that he 
wished the police to find and arrest him. 

Detective McConville was put on the case, 
and he learned that a man answering the 
description of Munoz had sailed for San 
Juan some days before on the transport 
McClellan under the alias of S. Moret, and 
Capt. Titus wired to the Chief of Police 
at San Juan to arrest the man on the ar- 
rival of the transport.

TO EXPEDITE MEDICAL STUDY. 


New Library, Laboratory, and Auxiliary 
Buildings to be Erected by the 
University of Pennsylvania. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 4.—With the erec- 
tion, shortly to begin, of a building to be 
devoted exclusively to the purposes of a 
medical library, the University of Penn- 
sylvania will enter upon the construction 
of a group of buildings which shall be used 
only by the medical classés of the institu- 
tion. They will include a new Medical Hall, 
an Anatomical Building, and auxiliary 
buildings to adjoin the new laboratory 
about to be built. All these are projected 
by the Trustees, but the one tangible at 
this time is the new laboratory. It will be 
quadrangular in shape and located on the 


south side of Hamilton Walk, between 
Thirty-sixth and Thirty-seventh Streets. 
Above a high basement two additional 
floors will be placed. The general dimen- 
sion of the ground plan is 840 feet by 200 
feet. The long front of the building is 
placed to the north in order that the larg- 
est amount of possible light may be ob- 
tained for laboratory purposes. In this en- 
tire front will be small rooms for original 
research in the various Seer the 
use of professors and assistants and a 
library, all opening on a private corridor 
distinct from that used by the students. 

On the first floor of the new building 
will be the departments of physiology and 
pharmacodynamics. The first department 
will have a large laboratory, general re- 
search room, and twenty smaller research 
rooms. The latter department has allotted 
it three laboratories and ten section rooms, 
together with a museum. The entire sec- 
ond floor 1s to be used by the pathological 
section. The whole north front of this floor 
will be made up of laboratories for ad- 
vanced students in pathology. The cast 
wing will have a large laporatory for ex- 
perimental pathology, while the western 
wing will accommodate the museum of pa- 
thological specimens. There will also be 
several demonstration halls. Provision will 
also be made for photographic and micro- 
scopic outfits. 

In addition to the many laboratories in 
the building there will also be four !arzge 
lecture halls. Two demonstration halls 
communicating with two preparation rooms 
will each seat 185 students. At the rear of 
the building will be two more large lecture 
rooms, in each of which 400 students will 
sit. Throughout the building generally, as 
well as in the rooms devoted to work with 
the microscope, ample provision will be 
made for lighting, many of the rooms being 
built in large part of glass. 3

Coal Companies Form a ee 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 4.—A _ special 
from Charleston, West Va., states that 
a movement is on foot in the Kanawha 
and New River districts to combine the 
coal and coke companies along the Kana- 
wha and Michigan Railroad. Thirteen com- 
panies, with a combined daily output of 


8,250 tons of coal and 420 tons of coke, 
have already signified their willingness to 
join. Options have also been secured on 
the mines along the Ohio Central and Hock- 
ing Valley roads. The combination is being 
formed by J. H. Winder of Columbus, Ohio, 
and it is said that J. P. Morgan is behind 
the deal. Several companies have refused 
to join, and say they will fight the com- 
bination. 


Naval Vessel for Governor of Guam. 

W.SHINGTON, June 4.—The Navy De- 
partment is considering an extensive over- 
hauling of the hospital ship Supply, with 
the view of making that vessel an unusu- 
ally efficient station ship at Guam. Ex- 
tensive quarters will be provided for the 
Governor of the island and his staff with 
the expectation that the entire Govern- 
mental pay will live aboard the ship in- 
stead of occupying the primitive quarters 
available on the island.

CAPITALISTS BLAMED 
FOR CHILD LABOR 


Northern Men Declared to Have 
Fostered Such Conditions. 


Irene M. Ashby Talks to the Social Re- 
form Club—Her Investigations 
for Mr. Gompers. 


Direct responsibility for the condition of 
child labor existing in Southern mills was 
charged last right by an Englishwoman 
who has been investigating the subject for 
Samuel Gompers to capitalists and> mill 
owners in New York and other Northern 
cities. These capitalists, it was declared, 
had virtually said to the South: ‘* We will 
not develop your resources, bringing our 
capital, unless you let us use your chil- 
dren.”” The speaker was Irene M. Ashby, 
the English political economist. Last night 
she talked before the Social Reform Club. 

‘The work I did in the South,” said Miss 
Ashby, “‘ was undertaken at the instance of 
Mr. Gompers. I had met him once before 
when he sent me a telegram saying that he 
had a field of special work that he wished 
me to engage my attention with. I went 
to Washington. He said to me that he de- 
sired me to investigate the conditions of 
child labor in the mills of the South. There 
was a bill then pending before the Legis- 
lature of Alabama prohibiting the employ- 
ment of children in the mills and fac- 


tories. 
‘‘T went down there and found that the 


mill-owner influence had killed the bill, so 
I undertook an investigation of conditions 


throughout the South. I went sub rosa as 
an English traveler interested vaguely in 
American mills. 

“The first mill I entered was in Alaba- 
ma. I went up to the door opening into the 
operatives’ quarters, not then having 
learned the routine of asking the Superin- 
tendent’s permission. The first impression 
made upon me was that of energy, the de- 
lightful activity of the machinery. All 
about the upper parts of the room was the 
wonderful ener pe! fe Then my glance fell 
downward toward the floor. I saw a little 
gray shadow, so little that it had to stand 
on a box. It was a little baby of tender 
years. It was twisting together with won- 
derful skill the threads as they would 
break. All about the room were others 
even younger. 

‘‘T went into the mill homes about the 
illy-drained, illy-lighted mill village. There 
I found mothers with families of six or 
seven all of whom were in the mill. At 
night they came home too tired to do more 
than craw! to bed. It is a false economy 
that these people have adopted. For it is 
proved by statistics that the family wage 
never rises. An effort was made to teach 
the children in night schools, but those 
who were in charge of this work told me 
that they hadn't the heart to instruct them. 
Tired little heads would bow down over 
the desks, and soon the babies—for they 
were nothing more—would be sound asleep. 
They had worked twelve hours that day 
in the mill. 

“Their faces were pathetically old, with 
the age that never comes to the adult 
who lives under right conditions. There 
was no child-likeness in their faces. We 
found that in many mills in Alabama and 
Georgia one-half of the operatives were 
children; in some cases the percentage 
ran as low as 6 or 7. Their ages ranged 
from five to twelve, and of course beyond. 

“The, mill owners and proprietors said 
in extenuation that they had taken these 
people from their little farms, where they 
were living in conditions of the utmost pov- 
erty, and brought them together in com- 
munities and made of them an industrial 
people. But the children I saw living on 
the little farms had bright cheeks and 
round limbs, while those I saw in the mills 
were hagard and wan. 

“Having seen these conditions as they 
exist. to-day throughout the South I went 
to the capital of Alabama, and with others 
tried to get bills through the Legislature 
yrohibiting the employment of child labor— 
Caby labor—in these mills. We learned 
that all had been cut and dried before us, 
We had the’ bill introduced. In answer 
they put up the manager of a mill entirely 
controlled by Northern labor, a mill that 
had moved to the South from the heart of 
New England—the Dwight Mill. 

“The representative they had before the 
Legislature was a Northern man. In 
rebuttal he spoke of the lace curtains in 
the windows of his operatives, of their 
neat houses, but never a word of child 
labor. The bill was defeated. We learned 
later that it is the truth that the new 
South is depending upon the capital of the 
North to bring about the industrial de- 
velopment and boom that has been so long 
impending. In defeating that bill they 
cried, ‘Don’t do anything that is guing to 
hurt the industrial development of the 
South.’ The North has said to the South; 
‘We will bring our capital, but you must 
allow us to take advantage of the labor 
movement as we find it. We must have 
your child labor.’ So dividends are built 
up out of the sacrificed little lives of 
babies. There are men living here who are 
knowrr in the North as philanthropists who 
earn their incomes through the employ- 
ment of babies in their Southern invest- 
ments. 

‘People in New York are_ responsible. 
Are you going to allow them to remain in 
ignorance, if they are in ignorance, of the 
source of their incomes? Are you going to 
allow them to go on doing this thing? You 
should assert a _ public opinion, before 
which they will not dare continue as they 
are doing. 

“We introduced a number of these bills 
in the States having the same object, but 
commercialism, and a mistaken commercial- 
ism, killed them. Now we have gotten up 
committees in several of the States down 
there composed of Southern men, about 
the sincerity of whose motives there can 
be no question. They are men well known, 
and men who are not associated with any 
crank movement. So that part of our work 
will be taken care of, we hope, 

‘Many of the Superintendents in charge 
of the mills down there told me that, al- 
though they regretted the employment of 
child labor, they were powerless. It was 
their duty to keep the children awake and 
make them toil on after tired heads had 
dropped on little breasts. 

“A young girl whom I knew in the South 
determined that some of these children 
should have a day’s outing. She took them 
out into the woods and fields of the coun- 
try that they might play.. But they didn’t 
know how to play. 

“That is the condition that a mistaken, 
rampant commercialism has brought to 
some of the children of the South, the chil- 
dren of the industrial class. They don’t 
know how to play. That lesson in all of its 
pathos I leave with you.”

BOY PRODIGY ASTOUNDS 
MANY PROMINENT MEN 


Talks Politics and Finance with J, 
R. Keene and Russell Sage. 


Twelve-Year-Old Munchausen from the 
West at the Waldorf Gives Re- 
markable Account of Himself. 


° 


At the Waldorf-Astoria is a twelve-year- 
old boy from Missouri, who has excited 
considerable interest. His name is Rich- 
ard E. Murphy, and according to his state- 
ments he is, among other things, the son of 
the virtual owner of the great elevated 
railway system of Jefferson City, Mo., arid 
is himself the sole proprietor and editor of 
The Jefferson City Spectator, a weekly 
Democratic paper with a circulation of over 
120,000 a year and employing a staff of for- 
ty-six persons, most of these being brainy 
youths under sixteen years of agé, yielding 
an annual revenue of some $23,000,:and one 
of the most outspoken and fearless Bryan 
organs in the great Middle West. 

Besides being the possessor of this hand- 
some property, young Murphy admits that 
he is the sole legatee of his grandfather, by 
whose will he recently became possessed of 
$250,000, and he is now on his way around 
the world on a sight-seeing tour that will 
cost him in the neighborhood of $10,000, 
Later he expects to snatch sufficient time 
from his business labors to take a course 
at Yale, after which he will return to 
Jefferson City, Mo., and again take up the 
active personal direction of his newspaper 
property. 

He arrived at the hotel late Sunday even- 
ing, and, strolling up to the desk, climbed 
up on it and registered his name in a bold 
hand. ‘A room and bath,’ he said in a 


matter-of-fact way, while the clerk looked 
about to see where the rest of the family 
was. The order was repeated in a tone 
that brooked no delay, and Mr. Murphy 
was shown up to Room 311% on the third 
floor. The price of this room is $4 a day. 

™ any luggage, Sir?’’ inquired the clerk. 

“Only my light luggage,’’ replied the 
new guest, pointing to the satchel. .‘*‘ My 
trunks have been forwarded to the Adelphi 
Hotel, in Liverpool.

INTERVIEWED BY REPORTERS. 


Returning to the hotel yesterday after- 
noon, he was waylaid by a horde of report- 
ers and consented to tell them something 
about himself. 

“I am always glad to meet members of 
the press,’’ he said, affably, as he elimbed 
into a chair and was almost lost. in its am- 
ple proportions, “‘ for journalism is my’chief 
business, you know, but I must first correct 
some errors that appeared in interviews 


with me published in the evening papers. 

‘‘My father is not paying my expenses 
on this trip. I am paying my own. I am 
worth a great deal more than he is, and I 
am free to do with it as I please. I have 
made my own arrangements, selected my 
own route, and will probably spend some 
eight months on the trip. I came here by 
way of Chicago and Buffalo in a special 
car. I will take the steamer St. Paul for 
the other side a week from -Saturday. 
Meantime I will see something .of your 
city. It appears to me to have many points 
of interest about it. 

‘As to my newspaper business? Well, I 
have been in the business since I was very 
young,’ and Mr. Murphy’s countenance 
took on a reminiscent wrinkle. “A year 
and a half ago I thought I would start a 
paper of my own, a rea paper. So I bought 
a four-story building, got Hoe presses, and 
started The Spectator. It has grown by 
leaps and bounds from the very start. It 
is a weekly paper, strongiy Democratic, 
4 osed to trusts, imperialism, and every- 
thing that is wrong. I supported Bryan for 
the Presidency, and think he would make 
a good President if he would leave silver 
alone. 

‘“* Personally, however, I have no use for 
the man. uring the recent ayoralty 
campaign in Jefferson City, which ended 
in the election of our candidate, .Mr. 
Bryan referred in his paper, The Com- 
moner, to me as ‘the mugwump ‘editor 
of a mugwump city in a mugwump State.’ 
I replied in my paper that we.only paid 
attention editorially to what really great 
men said. 

‘“ What have I seen in your city? © \Well, 
I saw Russell Sage, for one thing. I called 
upon him at his office yesterday. When 
I disclosed my identity I found it very 
easy to get to him. I met a very old and 
miserably dressed man, and said, ‘Is this 
Mr. Sage?’ You see, he was so pourly 
dressed that [| thought I was talking to 
his coachman. He said he was Mr. fage. 

“*T’ve heard that you were the oldest 
and richest man in Wall Street,’ I said. He 
replied that he was sorry he could not 
claim the last named distinction. He said 
that since the panic he had fallen down a 
great deal. He said that he had more to do 
with the panic privately than any of. the 
other financial houses. e said he had been 
hit hard. I asked him if there would be 
another panic soon, and he said, ‘ 
wait till Morgan gets home.’ 

I, ‘you must be on the side of the Kuhn- 
Loeb interests.’ ‘ Well,” he said, ‘If. you 
were not an editor I'd tell you all-about it.’ 

“Then I told him all about my paper; and 
he said he would subscribe for himself and 
the other nine men in his office. I then 
told him that I would like to give him a 
five-inch ‘ad.’ He asked the rates, and I 
told him that it would cost him $42. ‘nis 
with the subscriptions amounted to $52, and 
he gave me a check for the amount. I de- 

osited the check with my banker, Mr. 

amuel E. Keech, on Astor Court. I in- 
tend having Mr. Keech issue a letter of 
credit against a check for $5,000 to-mor- 
row. 

INTERVIEW WITH MR. KEENE. 

Yes, I interviewed James R. Keene last 
night in the Palm Garden of the hotel. 
We got to talking of imperialism, and I 
told him I was opposed to Kings—copper, 
silver, and all other kinds. I then gave 
my opinion against trusts and financiers 


who corner capital and labor. Mr. Keere 
went on to say that there were men of 
honor in Wall Street as well as anywhere 
else, and then I said to him: 

“*Mr. Keene, you don’t understand the 
condition of the farmers in Missoyri and 
Kansas.

PITTSBURG, Penn., June 4.—At to-day’s 
session of the Reformed Presbyterian 
Synod of North America the Rev. C..R, 8. 
Allen of Grove City, Penn., presented the 
report of the special committee appointed 


by the Synod to inquire into the evils of 
the United States Army system. 

The committee devoted itself more espec- 
ially to the social evil in Hawaii and the 
Philippines. It is alleged that, the evil ts 
legalized and protected by military regula- 
tions, and the committee demands that this 
system, protected by our military rules, be 
uprooted. The report was adopted unani- 
mously. 

The resolution favoring the repeal of the 
Chinese Exclusion act was reported favor- 
ably and recommended that a petition be 
presented to Congress urging the repeal of 
the act, and urged all pastors to trans- 
ecribe it and have it signed throughout their 
congregations. The report of the commit- 
tee was enthusiastically adopted, and in- 
structions will be given to the ministers. 
for the circulation of the petition. -

Congregational Council Finds that 


Charges Against Him Are 
Sustained. 








In a Long Letter of Defense, the For- 


mer Minister Places the Blame Upon 
the Wife from Whom He 


Separated. 
GRINNELL, lowa, June 4.—George D. 


Herron, former Professor of Applied Chris- 
tianity in Iowa College, is no longer a Con- 


gregationalist. He was tried by a council 
ef ministers and Elders of the church, 
representing “eight organizations, sitting 


liere to-day, on the charge of “* conduct un- 
becoming a Christian and a gentleman.” 


Evidence was introduced to show cruel 
treatment of his ‘‘ unusually loyal and de- 
voted wife,’’ which finally resulted in 
divorce proceedings and a legal separation. 
A long letter from Dr. Herron was pre- 
sented in his defense, but at the close of 
its consideration the council decided that 
the charges were sustained and voted un- 
animously to expel him from the church. 

No defense was expected, and evidence 
introduced in the Herron divorce suit was 
expected to form most of the testimony. 
Considerable surprise was expressed when 
it was announced that Dr. Herron had sent 
a letter in his dealing with his 
specific, individual case, and not with mar- 
riage. and divorce in general. The writer 
states that he was called on a divine mis- 
sion as a new prophet, and that his wife 
did not give him her sympathy and appre- 
ciation, so that the home atmosphere was 
wnhecongenial. He and his wife discussed 
the matter many times, he asserts, finally 
agreeing to separate, and he went away 
that the desertion plea might be accepta- 


ble in court. 

J. P. Lyman of Grinnell presented the 
case against Dr. Herron on behalf of the 
church committee. He read the letter sent 
to the twelve churches calling for the coun- 
cil and the invitation to Dr. Herron to de- 
fend himself. Dr. Herron declined, saying: 
“T am perfectly satisfied that the hearing 
shall be ex parte.’ Mr. Lyman said that 
he did not present the charges against Dr. 
Herron on his own motion, but that the 
Church thought it was its duty to investi- 
gate Dr. Herron’s divorce proceedings, his 
relations to and treatment of his wife and 
children in the light of the Christian minis- 


defense, 


ry. 

The Rev. E. H. Vittum of Grinnell was 
the first witness. He said he met Dr. Her- 
ron’s wife dt Grinnell in April, 1893, and 
exchanged pulpits with Dr. Herron. He 
was entertained at the home of Mrs. and 
Mrs: Rand,’ and they talked all the time of 
Herron. Mrs. Herron was loyal all the 
time, devoted to her husband, and believed 
in his teachings. On his last departure to 
Europe she told a friend, ‘‘ I feel as though 
I want to die.” ‘ 

Prof. Charles Noble, the second witness, 
confirmed the Rey. Mr. Vittum's testi- 
mony. Mrs. Herron was unusually loyal, he 
gaid. Dr. Herron’s book, in 1892, was dedi- 
cated to his wife in these words: ‘‘To My 
Wife, who has been my most loving coun- 
sel."” The Rev. Mr. Vittum said that the 
trial must be an exoneration of Mrs. Her- 
ron. She was innocent, and had been per- 
secuted all the way through. His church, 
he said, was ready to expel Dr. Herron, but 
sore evidence must be heard for his wife's 
sake. 

Dr. Herron in the long letter to the coun- 
cil lays nearly the whole blame upon his 
wife. He asserts that he is inspired by the 
Master to preach the word to a suffering 

d patient humanity; that the Church has 

viated from the teaching and preaching 
Nazarene, and that another 
y Moses or Abraham, is 
needed to lead the children of God back 
until they can see the true light. So he 
began his work of ‘‘ Applied Christianity ”’ 
and started in to reform the world. 

But, says Dr. Herron, he found a draw- 
back in his own home. He deolares that 
his wife, the first,,one who should have 
sympathized with him and aided him in his 
work, was not sympathetic; that she did 
not believe in his mission; that she refused 
to be converted to his way of thinking. She 
lacked the responsive, sympathetic chord, 
and his life was made dark and gloomy by 
her failure to be moved by him and assist 
him in his great work. 

Thus the trouble began, and the breach 
which was started soon widened. Dr. Her- 
ron says he found sympathy and support 
with the Rands, both the women alding 
him by work, deed, and money. Dr. Her- 
ron says a separation was frequently dis- 
cussed, and at last it was decided to sepa- 
rate for good and forever. It was decided 
to do it as quietly and unostentatiously as 
possible, and for that reason Dr. Herron 
says he went East, remaining the allotted 
time for the statutory pleading of deser- 
tion, and his wife left the home where 
every one knew her. Going to Algona, she 
presented her case, and, with the approval 
of the absent husband, a divorce was 
granted. 


DR. HERRON IN HIS DEFENSE. 


Extenuation He Sets Up Alleged 
Faults in the Marriage System. 


Prof Herron, through Franklin Went- 
worth, Secretary of the Social Crusaders, 
gave out yesterday a printed copy of a let- 
ter addressed to the Moderator of the coun- 
cil at Grinnell, Iowa. 

The letter was writt@én before Dr. Her- 
ron’s marriage to Miss Rand. It embraces 
his views on matrimony, divorce, &c., and 
is in part as follows: 

“As a council, you are acting in defense 
of what you believe to be the sacredness 
of the family institution, against which I 
am to you an offender. In order that your 
action on this point may..be complete, let 
me say to you that I do not believe that the 
present marriage system is sacred or good. 
It rather seems to me to be the destruction 
of the liberty and love and truth which 
make life sacred and worth while. If love 
and truth are the basis of morality, then a 
marriage system which makes one human 
being the property of another, without re- 
gard to the well-being of either the owned 
or the owner, seems to me to be the very 
soul of blasphemy and immorality. The 
family founded on force is a survival of 
slavery an@ one of the expressions of the 
slave-principles on which our whole civili- 
zation is built. It is a mode of the super- 
stition which thinks it good for human be- 


ings to own each other, and good for the 
race to have all its sources ana tools of life 
owned by the few who are strong and 
cunning enough to possess them. 

“The ethics of the legally and ecclesi- 
astically enforced family make it possible 
for a man to live a life of monstrous wrong, 
of ghastly falsehood, even of unbridled lust, 
and yet be highly moral according to the 
standards by which we are judged. The 
Same standards condemn and disgrace the 
purest expressions of comradeship, if they 
cross the conventions or forget the decrees 
of custom. Free and truthful living is thus 
made a tragedy, to have overwhelming and 
revengeful retribution added unto it, while 
Slave-living and falsehood may be reward- 
ed with world blessings and ecclesiastical 
eanonization. I thoroughly believe in the 
vital and abiding union of one man with 
one woman as a true basis of the family 
life. But we shall have few such unions un- 
til we have a free family. Men and women 
os be economically free—free to use 
their powers to the fullest extent—free from 
the interference of legal and ecclesiastical 
force, and free to correct their. mistakés, 
Before we can have a family that is noble, 
built on unions that are good. 

“TI will accept obloquy and destruction 
from the world and not complain, nor de- 
fend myself, nor ask to have any cup of 

nishment pass from me, but I will not 
ive a lie—not to win or keep the favor of 
gods or men. 

“Into the public discussion of the action 
you are judging has come the name of an- 
other than myself—that of Miss Rand—and 
I suppose your judgment, at least in the 
public mind, will be upon her as well as 
upon myself. If there were anything I 
could give or suffer to have this not so, [ 
would; but it is so, and I must meet it 
truthfully, with you and the world. It is 
said and assumed that the separation in 
question was obtained in order that a mar- 
riage between Miss Rand and myself might 
be consummated. So far as I am _ con- 
cerned, and so far as the mere matter of 
marriage is concerned, that is not true, 
for the causes that led to this crisis existed 
long before I knew Miss Rand. On the 
other hand, it is true that the comradeship 
between Miss Rand and myself entered into 
this crisis, and that whenever and wherever 
she will permit me to announce her to the 
; las my wife, whether it be to-morrow 
ow next week or years hence, whether it be

‘‘ For years she has lived a life of self- 
less devotion to all that is good, as well us 
to every work and obligation of my ite, 
iving everything and asking nothing. So 
rue is this, on the mere economic side, 
that instead of the reputed wealth of public 
prints, she would come to me practically 
witheut money, her inheritance from her 
father pledged away for her lifetime, and 
she dependent upon her mother for bread. 
Again, the world has ruthlessly taken away 
her good name—the good name of one as 
innocent as the babe born last night—and 
this has been done by that part of the | 
world where you of this council live, upon 
whose college campus she has left a part 
of her inheritance and seven years of beau- 
tiful service. Yet not because of any or 
a) of this would I take this step, but be- 
cause, when publicly placed in a position 
where I must either affirm or deny the 
unitv of my life with hers, or else evade 
the interrogation, I can be truthful to the 


world in no other way than by establishing 
the fact of this unity.’ 





WOMAN DETERMINED TO DIE. 





Fought with Rescuers and Dragged 
Two Others Into the River. 

Mrs. Mary Cummings, thirty years old, of 

1657 Stillman Avenue, Williamsburg, at- 

tempted suicide by jumping into the East 

River from the recreation pier at the foot 

of North Second Street last night. She 


pulled two other women into the water 
with her who had tried to prevent her act, 
and the three were rescued with difficulty. 
Mre. Cummings's attempt was made with- 
in sight of hundreds of people, mostly wo- 
men and children, and there was a good 
esl of excitement. Two women grabbed 
her as her object became apparent, and a 
Struggle ensued. The three fell off the 
pier into the river, but were rescued by 
two men who were standing on the lower 
plier with the aid of a rope. 

The men were Robert Butler and John 
McKenna. Mrs. Cummings seemed deter- 
mined to die and fought her rescuers. She 
seized McKenna about the neck and was 
dragging him down when Butler released 
her grip. A rope was thrown to the men, 
and they brought the woman to the dock. 
She was then unconscious. 

Ambulance Surgeon Smith of the Eastern 
District Hospital was called, and revived 
the woman with difficulty. She was locked 
up. Mrs. Cummings told the police that 
family trouble had caused her to make the 
attempt upon her life.

Robert S. Hudspeth, asked for a writ of 
ne exeat, as Mr. Fairchild had threatened 
to leave the State. It was granted, and 
Fairchild was required to give bonds in

John W. Zisgen, Mr. Fairchild’s lawyer, 
filed an answer denying the wife’s charges. 
Fairchild said his wife had eloped with 
him, and it was essentially a love match. 
The elopement was due to the opposition 
of his wife's parents. 

When the case was called before Vice 
Chancellor Stevenson yesterday Fairchild’s 
counsel presented a second affidavit from 
Mrs. Fairchild, in which she asked leave 
to withdgaw her application for a divorce. 
She sai@® that her husband had always 
treated her kindl., and that she had béen 
influenced by her parents to leave him and 
institute divorce proceedings. 

“That seems a very strange affidavit,”’ 
said Mr. Hudspeth, Mrs. Fairchild’'s coun- 
sel, ‘“‘ When was it made?”’ 

“Yesterday,” said Mr. Zisgen. 

Why it was only yesterday,” said Mr. 
Hudspeth, ‘‘ that my client called at my of- 
fice and reiterated her charges against her 
husband.’’ 

“It is not only a strange affair,’ said 
Vice Chancellor Stevenson, ‘“‘ but it also 
seems to be a clear case of perjury and 
subornation of perjury. It should go to the 
Grand Jury, but I will hold it under ad- 
visement for a few days. In the meantime 
counsel for both sides will consult with 
their clients and see if they can find a 
oeston of the mystery.

MOSQUITOES’ DEADLY WORK. 


Yellow Fever Spread Broadcast by 


Their Bite, Says a Son of 
Dr. Finlay. 


Among the passengers who arrived from 
Havana on the Ward Line steamship Morro 
Castle yesterday was Dr. C. E. Finlay, a 
son of Dr. C. J. Finlay, the author of the 
theory that mosquitoes spread yellow fe- 
ver. Dr. Finlay, speaking of his father's 
work yesterday, said: 

“Among scientists there is but little 
doubt now that yellow fever is spread dy 
the common house mosquito, which be- 
longs to the species called Culex. These 
insects bite a person suffering from the 
disease and then inject the poison into 
some one else. In this way alone is the 
disease spread, and if the mosquitoes couid 
be exterminated yellow fever would be at 
an end. The frost kills the mosquitoes in 


the South, and there is no yellow fever 
there until another crop of mosquitoes ap- 
ears. There are always cases of yellow 
ever in Cuba, and the insect, therefore, is 
able to find subjects from which they 
inoculate others with the. poison. 

**My father, when he discovered that 
mosquitoes spread yellow fever, caught one 
of the. pests, and after starving the insect 
for two days, allowed it to bite himself. 
This test, however, was not a good one, as 
he is an immune, and then the same test 
was applied to a subject who was sus- 
ceptible to the disease. The latter con- 
tracted the fever in this way, and then 
hundreds of similar experiments followed, 
and ali the subjects developed yellow fe- 
ver. 

‘This clearly demonstrated the accuracy 
of the theory, that yellow fever is not con- 
tagious, but is simply spread by mosquitves 
just as malaria is spread by another spe- 
cies of mosquitoes that lives in the swamps. 
As soon as a culex has bitten a sufferer 
from yellow fever, the insect is caught and 
bottled for a couple of days, and then 
when hungry is put upon a subject. Jr. 
Lazier, one of the Yellow Fever Commis- 
sion, who died under the experiment. al- 
lowed himself to be bitten by five or six 
tabaquitere. and in that way got an un- 
usually heavy inoculation. 

“As the experiments proceed, it is be- 
lieved that in/time a virus obtained from 
either a patient or a culex will be pro- 
cured which. when modified, can be used 
as successfully as bovine virus is for cmal]- 
pox. There are only four or five cases of 
vellow feyer in Havana at the present time, 
but the séason fs on, and unless the house 
mosauito of the culex species is eradi- 
cated. no matter how well the city i& 
cleaned and sewered, there will always Le 
cases of yellow fever in the city.”’

MRS. WOODBURY TESTIFIES | 





Tells Her Story in $150,000 Libel 
Suit Against “ Mother Eddy.” 





S. J. Hanna Tells of the Defendant's 


Power in the Christian Science 
Church and Publications. 





BOSTON, June 4.—With the one hundred 


or more witnesses who have been sum- 
moned in connection with the trial of the 
$150,000 libel suit of Mrs. Josephine C. 
Wocdbury against Mrs. Mary Baker G. 
Eddy, founder of Christian Science, in their 
places in the Superior Court room, the 


space left for spectators is meagre, and 


this morning, as on previous days, it was 
far too small for the crowd that wanted to 
get in. The fact that the testimony of Sep- 
timus J. Hanna, reader of the First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, Boston, editor of The 
Christian Science Journal, and a _ close 
friend of Mrs. FRddy, was unfinished yes- 


terday, gave added interest to the opening 
of tc-day’s proceedings. The first question 
to Judge Hanna this morning by Mrs. 
Woodbury's counsel was: 

‘‘Have you the original of the message 
sent by Mrs. Eddy to The Christian Science 
Journal in May, 1897?" 

‘Il have a copy of the journal containing 
the message,’’ was the answer. 

Counsel offered the publication referred 
to evidence, saying that Mrs. Eddy’s 
reference to Mrs. Woodbury, as being un- 
friendly to Christian Science, showed mal- 
ice. Judge Hanna admitted that the mes- 
was published after Mrs. Eddy had 
refused the request of the witness to reply 
to an article in a magazine by Mrs. Wood-

bury, attacking Christian Science. 

The article by Mrs. Woodbury, which 
previously had been offered as evidence, 
ugain was presented and excluded, the 


Court holding that it had not been shown 
that Mrs, Eddy had read the article. Later, 
the Court ruled out the by-laws of the 
Christian Science Church, as not having 
any connection with the present suit. 

The witnéss admitted that as an employe 
of the Christian Science Publishing So- 


ciety, the amount of his salary was deter- 
mined by the Board of Trustees. The deed 


of trust given by Mrs. Eddy to Messrs. 
Bates, Neal, and McKenzie, as Trustees of 
the Christian Science Publishing Company, 
was offered as evidence and was admitted. 
It shows that in 1898 Mrs. Eddy conveyed 
to the Trustees the business of all Chris- 
tian Science publications, subject to Mrs. 
Eddy’s supervision at all times and subject 
to her right to withdraw, at any time, any 
eee in which she holds the copy- 
right. 

The witness could not say whether, dur- 
ing the nine years he had been editor of the 
journal, every message of Mrs. Eddy had 
been published, but admitted that all of 
Mrs. Eddy's messages were published 
through him. He said he knew nothing 
about the publication of the message in 
controversy in a Boston newspaper. He 
knew a reporter of the paper, and had 
given him matter for publication. He saw 
this reporter at the church on June 4, when 
Mrs. Eddy’s message was read, but denied 
that he knew what he was there for. Wit- 
ness said it was the custom on some oc- 
casions to publish Mrs. Eddy’s communica- 
tions in Boston papers. 

Mrs. Eddy's book ‘ Science and Health,”’ 
was produced, and witness was asked if it 
was not the Christian Science text book. 
Witness said much of the Christian Science 
belief was based upon it. 

“Is there any formulated belief of your 
church as to Mrs. Eddy’s relation to it?’’ 
asked Lawyer Peabody. 

‘*T know of none,"’ replied Mr. Hanna. 

Mr. Peabody was persistent in trying to 
get witness to tell’what was the belief of 
other Christian Scientists as to Mrs. Eddy, 
but Mr. Hanna satd he did not know. 

“Is it the belief of other Christian 
Scientists that the communications of Mrs. 
Eddy are inspired by God?’ was asked. 

‘*] do not know,” replied the witness. 

Mrs., Woodbury, the plaintiff in the case, 
followed Mr. Hanna. After’ answering the 


, usual questions as to name and residence, 


Mrs. Woodbury ‘said that she met Mrs. 
Eddy in 1879 in Boston. At that time she 
never had heard of Christian Science. Sub- 
sequently she became a believer in Mrs. 
Eddy, studied Christian Science with her, 
and was admitted to the Christian Science 
Association, receiving a certificate or de- 
gree from the college where Christian 
Science was taught, signed by Mrs. Eddy 
as a Doctor of Christian Science. This 
certificate was offered as evidence. 

At Mrs. Eddy’s request the witness made 
application to Mrs. Eddy for admission to 
the First Church of Christ Scientist in 
1895. Mrs. Eddy replied, directing Mrs. 
Woodbury to send her application direct 
to the church. In closing the letter Mrs. 
Eddy used this expression: ‘‘ Remember 
ae malicious hypnotism is no excuse for 
sin.”’ 

Mrs. Woodbury was asked to define 
“malicious hypnotism,"”’ but she was not 
allowed to answer. 

After a recess another letter, dated Nov. 
25, 1895, from Mrs. Eddy to Mrs. Woodbury, 
was read, in which the writer said that she 
had pleaded with the Directors, but that 
she had failed, owing to a report thag Mrs. 
Woodbury had written a letter which said 
that the Church could go along on its own 
account. Mrs. Eddy said that that had 
sealed her lips, and she had come to the 
conclusion that Mrs. Woodbury was not fit 
to enter the Church. 

At this point a representative of the busi- 
ness office of #he Boston Herald was called 
to show that a large number of copies of 
the paper were purchased by Mrs. Eddy on 
June 5, the day after the alleged libelous 
message of Mrs. Eddy was read in the First 
Church, bue“ritness could only say that the 
papers were delivered. 

Mrs. Woodbury then resumed her testi- 
mony, and a passage of Mrs. Eddy’s letter 
of April 15, 1895, was read, in which the lat- 
ter said: ‘‘ Now, dear student, try to go for 
one year without telling a falsehood, prac- 
ticing cheating, or breaking the decalogue. 

Mrs. Woodbury denied that she had ever 
told a lie or cheated. 

Mr. Peabody said he had several letters 
which had passed between the plaintiff 
and defendant, which he desired to have 
read to:the jury. In one of these Mrs. 
Eddy told Mrs. Woodbury to remember the 
“MM. A. M.” 

Mrs. Woodbury said that these letters 
meant ‘“ Malicious animal magnetism.” 

At Judge Bell’s request Mr. Peabody sub- 
mitted the list of letters to be introduced. 
The court..examined some of them. Mr. 
Elder declared that there was nothing in 
the letters 4o show any animosity or malice 
on the part of Mrs. Eddy. The court said 
he would admit Mrs. Eddy’s and other let- 
ters immediately, peruse them at leisure, 
and rule later. Mr. Peabody accepted the 
proposition. 

Mrs. Woodbury then testified that she 
abandoned the Christian Science religion 
two years ago, in April, 1899. That was 
an absolute abandonment. 

“You allege in your declaration that Mrs. 
Eddy accused you of possessing a power of 
mental action to cause sickness and death. 
Did she so accuse you?” asked Mr. Pea- 
body. 

Mr. 
was withdrawn. 

The Court stated to Mr. Peabody that on 
the question of malice he had allowed him 
to go back to 1895. . But coming to the 
question of an act alleged to be an act de- 
scribed in the libel, the attorney for the 
plaintiff must confine himself to a time 
much closer to the alleged libel. 

Mr. Peabody admitted that he was 
obliged to go back several years. He ex- 
plained that ‘‘ malicious animal magnet- 
ism” was the highest crime known to 
Christian Scientists. 

The Court read that portion of a letter 
referring to ‘‘ immaculate conception” and 
‘“‘incarnated by the devil.” 

“What did you say in reply?’"’ was asked. 

“YT told Mrs. Eddy that her theory of 
mental generation, which she had taught 
me fifteen years before, was a theory In- 
earnate of the devil.” 

“Did you, after quitting Christian 
Science, publish reflections on or criticisms 
of Mrs. Eddy and her faith?" 

To this Mr. Elder objected, and after 
argument the question was ruled out, and 
Mrs. Woodbury was excused. 

Mrs. Helen M. Winchester of Malden, a 
very intelligent, prepossessing young wo- 
man, who had been a student under Mrs. 
Woodbury, was the last witness of the day. 
She testified she bought a Boston Herald 
ef June 5, 1899, containing the alleged 
libelous message, but could not remember 
whether she did this of her own accord 
or at the suggestion of plaintiff. When 
she read the message she had instantly an 
idea to whom it referred. When asked to 
whom, in her opinion, it. did refer, Mr. 
Elder objected, and proceeded to argue that 
it was not plain that witness did not se- 
cure the paper and read it at the request 
of Mrs. Woodbury. Mr. Elder said: 

‘““T do not know how the prosecution will 
endeavor to prove that the defendant au- 
thorized the publication in the newspaper. 
Certainly the publication just once of a 
copyrighted article wouid not be such proof 
as is required here. As to The Christian 
Science Journal and The Christian Science

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE IN NICARAGUA. 


Exponent of the Faith May Lose a 
Leg, but Continues Preaching. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, May 11.—A Chris- 
tian Scientist, Salvador Avilez, of Nica- 
ragua, has been preaching against Roman 
Catholic doctrines nightly in the City of 
Managua for the last three months. He 


has converted several men and. baptized 
them, but no women have joined his ranks. 
He has a larger nightly attendance of men 
to listen to his*‘remarks than has ever 
soe seen at the parochial church in this 
city. 

Avilez has suffered much for two months 
from inflammation in his right leg. He 
refuses to send for a medical doctor, de- 
claring that faith will cure him. He is, 
however, in great danger of losing his leg, 
if not his life. The Government authorities 
permit no disturbance at his meetings.

STEAMER CITY OF ERIE 
WINS 100-MILE RACE 


Defeats Detroit’s Crack Craft, the 
Tashmoo, by Forty-five Seconds. 





More Than $100,000 Wagered on Test 
of Speed of Rival Passenger 


Steamers of Lake Erie. 





CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 4.—The hun- 
dred-mile race from Cleveland to Erie to- 
day between the Cleveland passenger 
steamer City of Erie, Capt. Hugh McAlpine, 
owned by the Cleveland and Buffalo Tran- 
sit Company and the Tashmoo, Detroit's 
crack passenger boat, Capt. B. S. Baker, 
owned by the White Star Company, was 
in many respects the most noteworthy con- 
test ever sailed on fresh water. 

The Erie covered the distance in four 
hours nineteen minutes and nine. seconds, 
passing the stake boat at Erie one minute 
and thirty-five seconds ahead of the Tash- 
moo, beating the latter by forty-five sec- 
onds elapsed time. Aside from winning the 
speed championship of the great lakes, the 
Erie won about $100,000 for those who bet 
on her. 

The conditions were ideal. There was a 
fair sky and a sea as calm as a millpond. 
These conditions were more essential to 
the Tashmoo, as she is a light draught 
river boat, and would have been severely 
hampered by wind and sea, while the Erie 
Was built to travel fast under all condi- 
tions. The course was lined from stgrt to 
finish with excursion boats, and the shores 
were crowded with sightseers. The noise 
of the departure of the boats at Cleveland 
was duplicated at the finish. Whistles 
tooted, and people cheered both victor and 
vanquished. Both boats were stripped to 
fighting trim. The decks were cleared of 
everything that would catch the wind on 
board the Erie, even the lifeboats having 
been stowed away. The limited number of 
spectators carried on each boat were con- 
fined to the cabins, and none was allowed 
on the decks. Both racers were made as 
light as possible, 

The Erie unloaded her freight after com- 
ing in from her Buffalo run in the morn- 
ing. The Tashmoo had been scraped thor- 
oughly, and everything had been done to 
facilitate her speed. From the start the 
result was in doubt until within a few 
miles of the finish. The race demonstrat- 
ed that the boats were evenly matched. 
They approximately made nearly twenty- 


three miles an hour. 

It was neck and neck from the starting 
oint until just about Fairport, where the 
Srie encountered shoal water and fell three 
lengths behind hey_rival. From Fairport to 
Ashtabula shethade no perceptible gain, 
but finally pi¢ked up and passed her rival. 
The Tashmoo sailed by spurts, getting 
ahead for a while, then falling back, while 
the Erie maintained a steady gait. 

When the victorious craft entered the 
Cleveland Harbor this evening on her re- 
turn from Erie hundreds of steam whistles 
along the lake front and river blew con- 
tinuously for nearly half an hour, while 
thousands of people crowded along the 
docks and wildly cheered. 

Steamboat men from many lake ports had 
gathered to see the contest. Special excur- 
sion boats from Cleveland, Toledo, Erie, 
Buffalo, and smaller ports took large loads 
of passengers to points along the course. 
Throngs of curious people also gathered 
along the lake shore to catch a glimpse of 
the racers. 

The day dawned bright and clear, with 
a light southeasterly breeze stirring a gen- 
tle swell. Long before starting time Cleve- 
land harbor was alive with craft and the 
wharves were black with people. Whistles 
blew, bells rang, and the din was deafening 
as the two racers, glistening in the sun- 
light, steamed up to the stake boat. The 
patrol boats were busied in keeping the 
course clear. 

The Erie is 324 feet over all and 78 feet 
beam, against the Tashmoo’s 320 feet length 
and 70 feet width. The Erie was built to 
make fast time between Cleveland and Buf- 
falo under all conditions and has twice the 
power of her rival. The Tashmoo was 
made for river work, draws much less 
water than the Erie, and is cigar-shaped, 
with a sharp, tapering prow. 

The Cleveland and Buffalo Transit Com- 
pany posted $1,000 on the Erie against a 
similar amount put up on the Tashmoo by 
the White Star people. Just before the 
start the wind veered around to the north 
and the racers had a seven-mile breeze 
against their quarter bows. When the 
starter gave the signal the two vessels 
were at a dead stop and on even terms. 
Much to the surprise of the spectators, the 
Erie was first to gain headway, and crossed 
the stake boat line fully two lengths ahead 
of the Tashmoo. The Detroit boat, how- 
ever, gradually drew up on the Erie, and 
as they disappeared in the haze three or 
four miles eastward, the Tashmoo had 
overtaken the Cleveland steamer.

prevent this indemnity question from caus- 
Ing any interruption in the concert of the 
powers and at the same time to remove the 
indemnity issue itself so that progress can 
be made on the remaining subjects of 
negotiation, chief of which is the conclusion 
of permanent treaties between China and 
the several powers. 

The question over the indemnity arose 
during the President’s Western trip, but 
since the return of the President and Secre- 
tary Hay it has been taken up anew and 
thoroughly gone over with the foreign rep- 
resentatives chiefly concerned, including 
the British, Russian, and French Ambas- 
sadors and the Japanese Minister. It is be- 
cause of the importance attached to these 
negotiations that several of the Ambassa- 
dors who had intended to leave for Europe 
have now deferred their departure for a 
month. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 4.—Contrary to 
certain reports, Russia has never favored 
the notion of all the constitutional powers 
guaranteeing the Chinese loan. She replied 
in terms similar to those of the United 
States that the Executive could not guar- 
antee without the consent of the legislative 
branch. Russia prefers a speedy settle- 
ment to a guarantee. It is not true that 
Russia is bitter against Great Britain for 
offering the plan now discussed. Her rela- 
tions with Great Britain are declared at 
the Foreign Office to be nearer satisfac- 
tory than in a long time. 


It is also untrue that Russian official cir- 
cles are harboring a grudge against Ger- 


many. The irritation which arose from the 
German punitive expeditions naturally 
ceased when these expeditions were 
stopped. Russo-German relations have re- 
sumed the normal cordiality which they 
should always have. 

It is not believed here that France in- 
tends to anney the Island of Hai-Nan, and 
the Russian officials see no occasion for ex- 
citement over the subject of the French- 
Korean loan. It is pointed out that the 
French-Belgian concession for a railroad 
from Seoul to the Manchurian frontier is 
several years old. Russia anticipates that 


the road will ultimately be constructed. 
The Macedonian question is not expected 
to occasion anxiety this Summer. The 
Russian Ambassador, M. Zinovieff, returns 
to Constantinople because his leave has 
expired. 
, The political horizon is regarded as clear- 
er than for years past. 


WALDERSEE STAYS IN CHINA. 


BERLIN, June 4.—Count von Waldersee 

has postponed his departure from Tien- 
Tsin, pending an investigation of the mili- 
tary affray on the Taku Road. 
“The Lokal Anzeiger calls attention to 
what it describes as the “ill-tempered ut- 
terances’”’ of The London Times regarding 
Count von Waldersee’s return, and Says: 

“The animus of the wrath of The Times 


fs the fact that several hundred Germans 
remain in Shanghai, thus permanently di- 
vesting the city of its character as British 
domain.”’ 

The papers publish extracts from other 
London journals praising Count von Wal- 
dersee. The Vossische Zeitung remarks: 

“It would have been well if the powers 
had lightened Count von Waldersee’s task 
as readily as they now heap laurels and 
éencomiums upon him.” 

The Rhenisch-Westphaelische Zeitung 
prints a Berlin special asserting that Ger- 
many definitely proposed to the powers the 
appointment of a French’ successor. to 
Count von Waldersee.

FRENCH ROYALIST ARRESTED. 


Marquis de Lur-Saluces, Banished for 
Treason, Who Returned to Paris 
Last Month, in Custody. 
PARIS, June 5.—The Marquis de Lur-Sa- 
Iuces, the well-known Royalist and ex- 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, who 
unexpectedly returned to Paris about the 

middle of last month, has been arrested. 

The arrest was made under an order di- 
recting the Marquis to stand trial before 
the’ Senate, which will meet as the High 
Court of Justice June 24. 





In January, 1900, at the time of the con- 
spiracy trials, the Marquis de Lur-Saluces 
Was condemned, in default of appearancé, 
to ten years’ banishment from France for 
treason. He sought refuge in Belgium, 
where he was closely watched by the po- 
lice. But he succeeded in eluding the offi- 
cers and returned to his mansion in Paris. 


The President of the French Senate, M. 
Fallieres, received a letter May 15, in which 
the Marquis said: 

‘““At the present moment, when the Gov- 
ernment of the republic is striving desper- 
ately to ruin industry and commerce, par- 
alyze national work, disorganize the army, 
and destroy religious faith—in a word, to 
utterly destroy the fatherland itself—I in- 
tend to provoke another public discussion 
before the High Court on the question of 
who are the real authors of the conspiracy 
threatening the existence of France. I 
hold myself at your disposition.”’ 

The return of the Marquis to Paris, ac- 
cording to dispatches at the time, was char- 
acterized by the French Ministerial press 
as “‘a supreme manoeuvre by the Royalists 
and the religious congregations to delay the 
Senate’s action on the law of associations,” 
but it was predicted by the same journals 
that the manoeuvre would fail, and would 
éven assist the Government by hastening 
the adoption of the bill. 





LOOKS FOR MISSING AMERICANS. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—Consul Gen. 
Stowe at Cape Town is overwhelmed with 
work growing out of the war, and is par- 
ticularly beset by inquiries from friends 
and relatives of Americans who have drift- 
ed into the country and become involved in 
tHe war. He has found it necessary to 
write the State Department an account of 
the difficulties he is having in answering 
the many letters of inquiry, which in the 
past three months numbered over 700. Most 
of these relate to American boys who went 
to. Cape Town as muleteers on cattle ships 
and drifted into either the Boer or the Brit- 
ish army. Many of these are now prison- 
ers of war, very urgent for discharge and 
a-free passage home, as they are nearly ail 
without money. The Consul General says: 

“I want to assure friends that the men 


who are at the prison camps (Simons 
Town, Durban, St. Helena, and Ceylon) 
afe well cared for, and actually fare, as 


cémpared with the British soldiers, much 
better.”’ 

The Consul finds further trouble in the 
prevalence of the plague, which retards 
mails and closes railroad lines, but he sends 
word to the several hundred parents and 
friends waiting report from him that he is 
secking the desired information~in each 
case.

LONDON, June 4.—Frank Conrad Helm

TRUNK EXPLODED, MEN HURT. 


It Was Filled with Sportsmen's Requis- 
ites and Cartridges Went Off. 
Just after the Sandy Hook steamer Mon- 
mouth reached the Atlantic Highlands at 
10 o’clock yesterday morning two men 
were injured and many badly frightened 
by the explosion of a trunk. The injured 
are Andrew Heavey and John Allstrum. 

They were badly burned. 

The men were carrying the trunk from 
the boat to a train when one of them let 
his end slip. An explosion followed. It 
was thought at first that the trunk con- 
tained an infernal machine of some kind, 
but investigation showed that it had been 
filled with cartridges and shooting clothes. 
Some of the former had exploded when the 
trunk had fallen. 

The trunk belonged to C. F. Naething, 
proprietor of the restaurant at 118 Fulton 
Street, this city. Mr Naething, it was 
learned, had left the city with a large party 
in the morning on the Monmouth bound 
for Galilee, on their way to Canada to hunt 
deer. 

John Naething, a son, explained last night 
that his father had packed his guns and the 
cartridges between his clothing in the 
trunk. He believed his father had gone on 
to Galilee. He had not heard from him. 





MEDICAL MEN IN SESSION. 


President of American Medical Associa- 
tion Says Army Doctors Are 
Unfairly Treated. 


8ST. PAUL, June 4.—President Charles A. 
L. Reed of Cincinnati to-day called to order 
the general meeting of the American Med- 
ical Association in the Metropolitan Opera 
House. Bishop Whipple of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church delivered the opening 
prayer. After a speech of welcome by 
Mayor Smith, preliminary reports of the 
Executive Committee and the Committee 
on Arrangements were read. President 
Reed then read his annual report, in part 
as follows: 

The army reorganization law of the last Con- 
gress was inexplicable and inexcusable. It grades 
the Medical Department for rank, promotion, 
and, in consequence, for pay, below every’ other 
department and special corps of the army, and 
with the exception of Second Lieutenants, it is 
graded below the line. In accordance with its 
provisions, a medical officer, to obtain a Colonel- 
cy, Must pass through three times as many trials 
as an officer of either the Quartermaster’s, the 
Subsistence, or the Pay Department; more than 
twice as many as an officer of engineers or of 
ordnance, and nearly twice as many as an officer 
ot the Signal Corps The effect of this discrim- 
ination is not only to lower the rank and pay of 
medical officers, but must result In lessening 
the efficiency of the corps by repelling men of 
spirit and worth 

When the Congress, by the enactment of a law, 
degrades, relatively, the status of an important 
body of medical men engaged in a public service, 
it strikes at the status of every physician in the 





country It becomes, therefore, the duty of ev- 
€ry member of the medical profession, jealous of 
his rights, his prerogatives, and the fair name 
he may leave his children, to resent as personal 


between himself and every member of the Con- 
gress who voted for this law the action which 
cast a stigma upon our profession. 

It has been the conviction of many enlightened 
members of the medical profession that the 
means employed by the General Government for 
the protection and promotion of the public health 
are capable of improvement The conditions to- 
day are precisely the same as they were ten years 
ago. The era of effective legislative control of 
medical practice came as the natural reaction 
from the demonstrated failure to accomplish the 


fame result through voluntary organization. 
Mixed boards of licensure are now to be found 
in the majority of the States of the Union. The 
results of the twenty-five years of statutory 
regulation of medical practice are in striking 
contrast with the resu)ts of the quarter of a 
eentury of attempted regulations by methods of 


proscription. The proscriptive rule which propa- 
gated the very evils it was intended to correct is 
rapidly expiring by limitations in the face of new 
conditions that have been induced, in spite of it, 
by beneficent and cathole legislation. 


The report of the committee on reorgani- 
zation, which presented an entirely new 
constitution and by-laws, caused a pro- 
tracted debate and finally was submitted 
to a joint committee consisting of the gen- 
eral executive and the business committee 
for a report thereon to-morrow.

DETROIT, -Mich., June 4.—Men repre- 
senting the leading manufacturing institu- 
tions of the United States, to the number 
of 253, gathered in the Cadillac Hotel to- 
day, when the sixth annual convention of 
the National Association of Manufacturers 
of the United States was called to order. 
Mayor William C. Maybury welcomed the 
visitors to Detroit, and President Theo- 


dore C. Search responded to the Mayor’s 
welcome, 

Following the President's address came 
the appointment of committees, and then 
President Search read his annual report.

THE NEW YORK 
ECUADOR RAILROAD SUIT 


Sharehoklers Now Bring Action 
Against Two Companies. 








Seek to Prevent £1,000,000 Bond Issue 
—Defendants Want Complainants 
to Give $3,000,000 Security. 





Suit has been brought in the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, by George D. Mumford 
and St. George Lane Fox Pitt against the 
Ecuador Development Company and the 
Ecuador Equipment Association, formerly 
the Ecuadorian Association (Limited) of 
Scotland. The complainants are sharehold- 
ers in the Ecuador Development Company, 
which is a New Jersey corporation, ané in 
their complaint they allege that in Decem- 
ber last a contract was entered into he- 
tween the two defendant companies, by 
which the New Jersey corporation *rans- 
ferred all of its assets to the #cuador 
Equipment Association for the considera- 
tion of one-tenth of the profits of the en- 


terprise in which the New Jersey corpora- 
tion was then engaged. 

This enterprise was the building of a rail- 
road between Guayaquil and Quito, a dis- 
tance of 365 miles. Among the assets trans- 
ferred was the contract for the building of 
this railroad, which was made originally 
with the Government of the Republic of 
Ecuador. “According to the terms of this 
contract, the railroad must be completed in 
the year 1907, and at present only one-half 
of the road is built. The profits on that 
half are estimated by the contestants in 
this suit at $2,500,000, and on that basis 
they estimate that the profits of the entire 
road will amount to between $5,000,000 and 
$6,000,000 a year. The complainants’ inter- 
est in the stock of the company, it is al- 
leged, represents one-twelfth of the entire 
profits, which would equal the sum of 
$500,000. 

It is further alleged that by contract, in 
September, 1900, the Ecuador Association 
took nine-tenths of the stock of the Scotch 
company, and in that way held a majority 
of the stock and controlled the New Jersey 
Company. The complainants sought to have 
this contract set aside in September last. 

On Monday they obtained a temporary 
order from Judge Lacombe of the United 
States Circuit Court restraining the two de- 
fendant companies from making a pro- 
posed issue of £1,000,000 debenture bonds, 
which was scheduled to be done on Satur- 
day next. This order was returnable yes- 
terday afternoon, and Judge Lacombe sat 
in court until 6 o'clock in the afternoon 
listening to the arguments of counsel in the 
case 

Wetmore & Jenner appeared for the De- 
velopment Company, Sherill & Lockwood 
for the Equipment Company, and Herbert 
Parsons of Parsons, Shepard & Ogden for 
ex-Mayor Abram 8S. Hewitt, who Mr. Par- 
sons asserted had important rights under 
tne original contract, 

The question of a bond to be given by 
the complainants in the suit was brought 
up, and opposing counsel to the injunction 
proceedings, suggested $4,000,000, saying 
that the issuing of these debenture bonds if 
interfered with would result in the prac- 
tical wrecking of the road and the dis- 
charge of the 60,000 men at present em- 
ployed in the construction of the road.

PRODUCE BROKER’S SUICIDE 


Joseph Abramson Shoots Himself 
on Mother-in-Law’s Grave. 











Was Despondent Over Heavy Losses in 
Speculation on the Exchange of 
Which He Was a Member. 





Mental depression, due to heavy losses 
in speculation on the Produce Exchange, 
was said last night to explain the cause of 
the suicide of Joseph Abramson, a Produce 
Exchange broker, whose body was found 
yesterday morning lying across the grave 
of his mother-in-law, Mrs. Adolph Strauss, 
in Union Field Cemetery, on the outskirts 
of Williamsburg. 

Two grave diggers came across the body. 
There was a wound in the right temple, 
and a revolver with one chamber dis- 
charged lay near by. The men reported 
what they had discovered to Martin Ridler, 
the Superintendent of the cemetery, who 
ordered the body carried to the office. A 
doctor, who was summoned, said that the 
man had been dead some time. 

There were no papers in the man's pocket 
to establish his identity, but it was found 
that the grave beside which the body was 
found was that of Mrs. Jeanette Strauss, 
the wife of Adolph Strauss, of the firm of 
Adolph Strauss & Co., notion importers, of 
412 Broadway, Manhattan. The Superin- 
tendent telephoned to the office of the 
firm, and a member of the family went and 
identified the body. 

At Mr. Strauss’s office yesterday after- 
noon it was said that Mrs. Abramson was 
not in the city. ‘‘ We sent her away,” said 
the manager, who refused to give his name. 
Inquiry at Mr. Abramson's office in the 
Produce Exchange was met with the state- 
ment that he had left there about 6 o'clock 
on Monday evening, apparently much wor- 


ried: Nothing had been seen or heard of 
him since. 
Mr. Strauss was seen at his home, 50 


East Forty-ninth Street, last night. He 
said that his son-in-law had speculated 
heavily on the Produce Exchange, and had 


lost a great deal of money. He added that 
the young man was very fond of his moth- 
er-in-law. and was much affected by her 
death, which occurred in April last. 

“He has been much worried by his 
losses,’ added Mr. Strauss. ‘‘I have made 
a number of advances to him to cover 
them, and had no ‘dea that his frame of 
mind was such as to lead him to commit 
silicide. If he had told me of his condition 
I would certainly have helped him out, and 
this thing would never have happened. He 
was in the habit of working very late, and 
when he did not come home last’ evening 
we did not worry. When the night passed, 
however, without his appearing, we be- 
came anxious, and my son went to the 
Exchange to get tidings of him. The first 
we heard was that his body had been 
found.”’ 

Mr. Abramson had been a member of the 
Produce Exchange for about ten years. He 
married Alice Strauss, a daughter of Abra- 
ham Strauss, on March 22, 1899. The couple 
took up their residence at a boarding house, 
20 East Sixtieth Street, but about Christ- 
mas of the same year they went to live 
with Mr. Strauss at his home, 50 East 
Forty-ninth Street, where they have since 
resided. 


NASSAU SUPERVISORS SUED. 


Action to Compe! Restitution of Money 
Ilegally Spent, It Is Alleged. 


MINEOLA, L. I, June 4.—A summons 
and complaint was served to-day in an ac- 
tion brought by George Wallace of Hemp- 
stead against Wiillam H. Jones, Smith Cox, 
and Edwin C. Willets, comprising the Board 
of Supervisors of Nassau County, and Hen- 
ry M. W. Eastman, County Treasurer, to 
compel them to refund to the County Treas- 
urer various amounts aggregating $20,445, 
the amount of bills paid for the board of 
‘prisoners in the Queens County Jail and 
the amount of the claim paid Alexander R. 
Rhodes for board of vagrants. 

Mr. Wallace claims that the Supervisors 
are entitled to mileage only once a year, 
and that the numerous meetings held by 
the board were continuations of the annual 
meeting. He also alleges that charges are 
made for meetings which the records of the 
board do not show to have been held, and 
that charges have been made for commit- 
tee work by members of the board, when 
the records do not show that the duty 
charged for was committed to the respect- 
ive members. As to the alleged illegal 
audit and payment of the bill to the Sheriff 
of Queens County, Mr. Wallace claims that 
the bill for board of prisoners was not legal 
because it did not give the name of the 
committing Magistrate or the dates on 
which _—- were committed and dis- 
charged. 

He therefore demands that the Supervis- 
ors and County Treasurer Eastman be com- 

elled to make restitution to the county. 

t is understood that the persons who were 
interested in the fight against Supervisor 
Cex in the town of srompstsed last March 
are associated with Mr. Wallace in this ac- 
tion. 


EIGHT SUFFOCATED IN A MINE. 








Deaths Believed to be Due to Neglect of 
Powder-Thawing Machine. 


TRON MOUNTAIN, Mich., June 4.—Eight 
miners were killed to-day in the seventh 
level of the Ludington shaft, Chapin mine, 


by the fumes*following an explosion of 
dynamite. Nearly thirty children were ren- 


dered fatherless by the explosion. 
The men entered the level early this 


morning and began preparations for the 
day’s work by starting a powder-thawing 
machine. It is supposed they scattered 
through the workings near by, and forgot 
to keep the machine supplied with powder. 
If this supposition is correct, the reason 
for the explosion lies in the fact that the 
machine soon became red hot and set off 
a quantity of dynamite stored near by. 
The fumes quickly spread, and the men 
ywere overcome before they realized their 
danger. This explanation is borne out by 
the fact that only one of the bodies was 
disfigured, showing that seven died from 
suffocation.

IRISH FLAG MEMORIALS 
National Society to Fight Their 
Removal from Tombs. 








Officers May Secure an Injunction—Ap- 


peal to Commissioner Murphy—At- 
titude of Trinity Corporation. 


Every Irish flag removed from the Me- 
morial Day decorations in St. Paul's 
Churchyard and other places is to be re- 
stored if members of the Irish Society of 
New York carry out their intention. Police 
Commissioner Murphy was yesterday asked 
to prevent their being interfered with 
again. Chairman M. J. O’Brien of the Dec- 
orating Committee of the society said that 
should the Trinity Corporation object to 
the restoration of the flags appeal might 
be made to the courts. He was asked how 
this could be done. 

“Well, we can get an 
said. ‘‘The monuments to Dr. MacNevin 
and Emmet were erected by public sub- 
scription, started unquestionably by Irish- 
men, and the monument to Gen. Montgom- 
ery was erected by act of Congress. ‘The 
bones of Emmet and MacNevin do not rest 
in the churchyard at all. Emmet was bur- 
ied in the same tomb with Chancellor Kent 
in the old Second Street Cemetery. Dr. 
MacNevin’s remains are in the Riker burial 
plot, Bowery Bay, near Astoria. Trinity, 
as a matter of fact, is a quasi caretaker of 
these monuments, and not an owner. 

“I think the courts would issue an in- 
junction to prevent the tearing down of the 
flags, for we represent a large proportion 
of the public, and the public placed the 
monuments there. 

‘‘ Whether we sue or not for the value of 
the flags destroyed will depend upon the 
action of Commissioner Murphy and the 
advice of our iawyers. We hold that Trin- 
ity had no right to tear the flags down.” 

Mr. OBrien said that W. Bourke Cockran 
would probally be asked to conduct the 
proceedings. The society will hold a meet- 
ng this evening at 47 West Forty-second 
Street to consider the subject. 

Commissioner Murphy at once wrote to 
the Trinity Corporation and to the Park 
Commissioners asking if the flags in fhe 
churchyard and in Central Park had been 
removed by their orders, but declined to 
state what further action he would take. 

Centroller H. H.-Cammann of Trinity 
Corporation repeated yesterday that it was 
an unwritten rule that none but American 
flags should be permitted to fly in the 
churchyards, and added that the Irish So- 
ciety ad never received permission to 
place the Irish flag there. The British flag, 
was displayed in Trinity Church on the 
day of Queen Victoria's funeral, but, Mr. 
Cammann said, this was accomplished 
through a special arrangement between 
the Trinity Corporation and the British 
Consul. To other questions he replied, “ [ 
have nothing to say,’ even when told that 
the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix had been quoted 
as denouncing the tearing down of the 
Irish flags in the churchyard as an out- 
rage.

Prosecution Tries to Prevent the 
Jury from Seeing Him. 


The Child’s Meeting with His Father 
in the Prison Pen—More Ex- 
pert Testimony. 


Clarence Kennedy, the four-year-old son 
of Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy, now undergoing 
a third trial in General Sessions charged 
with the murder of Emeline C. Reynolds, 
was removed from the vicinity of Judge 
Newburser s court room entrance, by direc- 
tion of Assistant District Attorney O’Con- 


nor, just before adjournment, yesterday. 
The child in charge of a daughter of 
Court Officer Kelly, who is a close friend 


of Mrs. Kennedy, had for some time been 
walking up and down the corridor out- 
side the court room. Clarence had been 
visiting in the city with a young woman, 
accerding to Mrs Marion S. Kennedy, the 


prisoner’s wife, and for the second time in 
many months had been brought to see 
imprisoned father. 

Detective Carey saw the child sitting near 
the court entrance. He recognized the boy 
and went into the trial room. Just a few 
minutes before the court took recess until 
to-day Deputy Assistant District Attorney 
O’Connor, who is assisting Mr. Osborne in 
the trial, walked out and asked Court Offi- 
cer Berry if the child was Dr. Kennedy's 
son. Officer Berry replied that he was. 
Mr. O’Connor then requested that Berry 
ask the young woman and her charge to 
move to some point more distant from the 
door, as the jury was about to pass out 
that way. It was his belief that the pres- 
ence of the child was not accidefital, he 
said. The child was moved, but all the 
jurors could see him when they came out. 

The prisoner hurried down to the prison 
pen, after court closed, and was permitted 
to briefly greet his young son. _ Clarence 
eried with delight at sight of his father, 
and cried with grief when drawn from the 
latter’s arms, reluctantly, by Mrs. Kenne- 
dy, in whose eyes stood tears also, although 
she does not often give way to her emo- 
tion. , 

Going down in the elevator, the little 
boy said, wonderingly, to his mother: 

“Isn't papa coming home _ to-night, 
mamma? He hasn't been home in a long 
time now.”’ : 

Mrs. Kennedy just managed to keep back 
the tears as she said: 

‘“No, Clarence. He is busy with all those 


en. 2 a 
ms oh yes, I know,” said the child. ‘* He’s 
been busy a long time with them.” 

The second day of the fifth week of the 
third trial was occupied with the hand- 
writing experts called by the defense to 
show that Kennedy did not write the ex- 
hibits attributed to him. 

The expert, Elwell, in response to Mr. 
Osborne's questioning on cross-examina- 
tion. picked out nineteen charactertistics of 
Dr. Kennedy's admitted handwriting. Eight 
o: these peculiarities he said he found in 
the disputed writings. Mr. Osborne then 
made him admit that any one desiring to 
disguise his writing would endeavor to 
leave out his peculiarities. 

Michaelis Gumpell, for the defense, said 
that in the thirteen-thousand-dollar check 
each word began above the line and tended 
downward, indicating a fixed pen habit. 
This characteristic, he said, did not appear 
in any of the admitted handwritings of the 
prisener. To-day, if permitted by the 
Court. he will try to make good his asser- 
tion that he could forge the disputed 
cheek without difficulty.

Panic reigned for a brief interval in the 
roof garden of the New York Theatre, 
known as the ‘Cherry Blossom Grove,” 
last evening during the middle of the per= 


formance, when a man in the audience ate 
tempted to light his cigar at a cigar lighter © 
which dipped into an alcohol lamp. 

Some of the blue flame fell from the end | 
of the wick as he drew it from the flame 
and ignited the artificial grass covering the 
front of the boxes adjoining the elevator 
entrance. The audience in that part of the 
bhilding rose to their feet. Many rushed 
for the stairways and others tried to get 
down by the elevators, and it only required 
a very short time to get the people into a 
very excited condition.

Lower Wall Street was interested in the 
details of the truce or settlement or stipu- 
lation in the litigation between Arbuckle 
Brothers and the Woolson Spice Company 
of Toledo, Ohio, which was tacitly vouched 
for as correct at the office of Arbuckle 
3rothers, with a refusal to discuss the sub- 
ject. When the suit started, Arbuckle 
Brothers owned 61 of the 1,800 shares of 
the Woolson Company, for_which_ $100,000 
was paid, the American Sugar Refining 
Company owning the rest. The company 
refused to transter the Arbuckle stock. The 
suit was brought in 1899, in the Court of 
Common Pleas of Lucas County, Ohio, (1) 
to secure a court order for the transfer 
of the stock, (2) to allow Arbuckle Broth- 
ers’ representatives to examine the books of 
the Woolson Company, (3) to compel an 
accounting in court, and (4) to appoint a 
receiver. Without waiting for the judg- 
ment of the court, the defendant company 
transferred the sixty-one shares and an- 
nounced that it would permit its books to 
be examined. The other two suits were 
dismissed without prejudice. : 

The stipulation, however, leaves the suits 
pending, so that they may be opened at 
any time by either side on giving thirty 
days’ notice.

THE RIGHTS OF BUILDERS. 


injunction to Restrain Erection of a 
Bridge in Front of Other 
Property Denied.

Justice Blanchard of the Supreme Court 


yesterday denicd a motion to continue a 
preliminary injunction obtained by Fred- 
erick Gerken restraining Charles Ward 
Hall, the owner of the Morse Building, at 
Nassau and Beekman Streets, from erect- 
ing and maintaining a wooden bridge in 


front of plaintiff's café, on the first floor 
of the building. 

Mr. Hall intends making extensive altera- 
tions to the Morse Building, adding several 
stories to its height. To comply with the 
regulations of the Building Department he 


had erected a temporary wooden structure 


for the protection of passers-by. Mr. 
Gerken contended that the wooden bridge 
would seriously impair his enjoyment of 
the premises by cutting off light and air 


and ingress and egress. Justice Blanchard 
says: 

“This may 
although it is 


be true to a certain extent, 
denied by the defendant. 
Nevertheless, [ am far from satisfied that 
the injuries, if ax y, which will result to 
plaintiff by the compietion and mainte- 
nance of the structure as proposed will be 
of an irreparable character, or such that 
plaintiff has no adequate remedy at law 
therefor. Besides, defendant claims that 
plaintiff was informed of the proposed 
alterations before making the lease, and of 
the nature and character of the structure 
of which he now complains. It is not 
claimed by the plaintiff that the wooden 
bridge is more cumbersome than the exi- 
gencies of the case or the requirements of 
the law demand, ror that plaintiff's rights 
as tenant are being impaired to any greater 
extent than is absolutely necessary. 

“A continuance of the tnjunction, under 
the circumstances of this case, would seem 
to work a greater hardship to defendant 
than the vacation of it would to plaintiff. 
It would be establishing a dangerous prece- 
dent to grant an injunction in every case 
where, as here, the possible rights and 
privileges of a tenant are temporarily but 
not unnecessarily interfered with by pro- 
posed alterations and improvements to the 
landlord's building, even though the tenant 
may suffer some damage thereby. To hold 
otherwise would seriously affect future 
building operations and timely and neces- 
sary improvements of buildings.’’ 


SHOT WOMAN, THEN HIMSELF. 


Double Tragedy in “ Little Italy "—Mur- 
derer Had Been Befriended by 


His Victim’s Husband. 

Little Italy’s’’ record of murders and 
suicides had added to it another double 
tragedy early yesterday morning, In a 
dingy rear tenement at 163 Elizabeth Street 
Francisco Alasko shot and instantly killed 
Mrs. Angelina Faia, the wife of his.bene- 
factor, and then took his own life. The 
crime was witnessed by the two young 
children of the Faias, Carnelia, aged seven, 
and five-year-old Carolina, who were lying 
in bed at the time. 

Angelo Faia, his wife, and Francisco were 
natives of Potenza, in Italy. Francisco was 
Angelina’s cousin and, with Faia, was a 
suitor for her hand. The latter won her 
and brought his bride to America. Alasko 
followed, and Angelo offered him a home. 
All three obtained work at a paper box 
factory in Eleventh Avenue, but a week ago 
Alasko lost his employment and became 
very despondent. Mrs, Faia, it is said, 
during this time made frequent complaint 
to her husband that Alasko was paying 
her attentions, and she requested her hus- 
band to compel him to desist. 

The police at first thought Angelo was 
the murderer, as he admitted that the 


weapon with which the shooting was done 
belonged to him, but his little daughter's 
story cleared him of suspicion. Magistrate 
Flammer, in the Centre Street Court, where 
Faia and the girl Carnelia were taken, im- 
mediately discharged Angelo after hearing 
the child’s story. Carnelia sajd that shortly 
after her father went out Alasko came into 
the room where her mother was, said some- 


'* thing to her, and upon receiving an indig- 


nant reply, seized the pistol from the wall. 
Mrs. Faia ran and Alasko shot her dead 
and then killed himself.

Union Hill’s Rival Guardians of the 
Peace Share the Police Station 
and Patrol the Streets. 


Union Hill will not be a very profitable

Formal Opening of the Stadium at 
Buffalo Exposition. 








COLLEGE ATHLETES COMPETE 





Duffy, Intercollegiate Champion, Won 
the One Hundred Yards Easily— 
Jones of New York Victor. 





BUFFALO, N. Y., June 4.—Clear skies, 
bright sunshine, tempered by a cooling 
breeze, made an ideal day for the first ath- 
letic contests held in the Stadium at the 
Par+American Exposition gronmnds. Repre- 
sentatives of sixteen of the leading colleges 
and universities in the East and West par- 
ticipated in to-day’s intercollegiate track 
and field events, which marked the real 
opening of the Stadium, built especially for 
sports. The quarter-mile cinder track and 
the 140-yard straightaway, situated outside 
the oval, were in fine condition. The ath- 
letes were enthusiastic in praise of the Sta- 
dium. The training quarters are large and 
commodious, being 833 feet long and 
feet wide; they can accommodate 100 men 
without the slightest crowding, and 150 
men could use them at the same time with- 
out discomfort. The 4,000 persons who 
watched the contests this afternoon filled 
only about one-third of the seats in the 
great amphitheatre. 

Duffy of Georgetown won 
dash in easy style with Devers of West- 
minster second. The Maloney brothers of 
Chicago were in fine form and won all of 
the events in which they started with the 
exception of the 880-yard run, which went 
to J. M. Perry of Princéton. The finish in 
the 440-yard run was one of the most ex- 
citing of the day, A. Maloney defeating 
Holiand of Georgetown by a magnificent 
burst of speed at the tape. S. S. Jones of 
New York outclassed his field in the run- 
ning high jump. The pole vault resulted in 
a tie, both Endsley of Purdue and Fred- 
erick of Cornell clearing eleven feet. They 
tried unsuccessfully for a higher mark and

Racing Was Good, but the Results 
Disastrous at Gravesend. 





CARBUNCLE WON BROOKDALE 





Clarence H. Mackay’s Gay Boy and A. 
L. Aste’s Nasturtium Were Suc- 
cessful Two-Year-Olds. 





In the swing of the pendulum that deter- 
mines averages, six favorites were beaten 
at the Gravesend race track yesterday and 
a mournful crowd of racegoers on the 
homeward journey cogitated on the things 
that might have been had form been lived 
up to. All the reasoning that the betting 
element could bring to bear failed to ex- 
plain how a number of the results came to 
be made. 

The weather was bright and clear, and for 
the first time of the meeting the track 
was really fast. One evidence of the qual- 
ity of the mile course in the matter of 
permitting fast time was furnished in the 
second event, when All Green, racing out 
in front all the way, clipped a tiny fraction 
of a second from the track record for a 
mile and a sixteenth by running the dis- 
tance in 1:461-5, or one-twentieth of a 
second bétter than the time made by the 
fast mare Admiration two years ago. 

The feature of the day was the race for 
the Brookdale Handicap at one mile and a 
furlong for three-year-olds and upward, in 
which all the horses named on the card 
answered the call to the post, Kamara be- 
ing the favorite, with Decanter the next 
best backed, while every horse in the race 


was supported substantially, the longest 
price being laid against Fred Gebhard's 
Zeus, The race was one of the prettiest 


that has ever been run over the Brooklyn 


Club's track, and, regardless of the result, 
the contest was a fair reward for the jour- 
ney to. the race course. The field went 
away all abreast, with Gulden a shade in 
the lead but seemingly slow to begin, Odom 
who rode him rousing him with the whip in 
the first few strides, and by hard hustling 
keeping him in the front while the horses 
passed the stand. 

Entering the back stretch, Brigadier, full 
of running, went on and for a tew strides 
showed in front of Gulden and Zeus, but 
running on the outside, succumbed to the 
effort before the far turn, and, as Gulden 
and Zeus went on again, dropped back, 
Brigadier falling out of the race before 
the turn out of the back stretch was 
reached.

Mce- 
Farlan® has two very fast pacing tandems which 
he bought while in Europe last Summer. 


After the meet at Vailsburg on Sunday the 
cycle facing teams will go to New England for 
the preliminary circuit which is being arranged 
by the National Cycling Association. The cities 
to be included are Boston, where the racing 
starts on June 11, and probably Brockton, Revere 
Beach, Worcester, Hartford, Springfield, New 
Haven, Providence, and New Bedford. At least 
nine teams of riders will compete for the money 
prizes, and their work should afford some inter- 
esting data relative to the changes of the various 
oe on the Grand Circuit, which starts early in 
uly. 

The first cycling meet to be held in the Met- 
ropolitan District, at which all of the prominent 
professional riders will be seen in competition 
will be that of the Kings County Wheelmen at 
Manhattan Beach on June 29. This meet takes 
place the Saturday previous to the opening of 
the National Circuit at Buffalo on July 5, and 
as the circuit is extensive and will be followed 
by all the principal riders, it is unlikely that 
they will all be seen together again in this 
district for several weeks after the Kings 
County meet. 


Amateur cycle racing will be encouraged at 
the Manhattan Beach track this season. Each 
of the meets will have several important ama- 
teur events, and a handsome prize will be given 
to the rider winning the most points during the 
season. There will also be a series of club pur- 
suit races, open to clubs within 250 miles of 
New York, in which individual prizes will be 
given to the winning riders and a banner to the 
club scoring the most points during the season.

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FALSE AND UNREASONABLE. 


In all the faultfinding of the anti-im- 
perialists from the beginning there has 
been no accusation more unreasonable 
than the charge that our present policy 
teward Cuba is “tricky,” and that we 
have cheated the Cubans of their just ex-~- 
pectations under our pledges. 

We have had a good opportunity to 
study the temper and capacity of the 
Cubans and their political leaders since 
the close of the war that freed them 
from Spain. They are disappointing in 
many ways. Their behavtor has not 
served to create confidence in their capa- 
city to govern and control the island 
wisely and for the welfare of its people. 
It has not by any means allayed the ap- 
prehension that by their unsteadiness and 
unwisdom they may make much trouble 
for us, practically restoring the condi- 
tions which we sought to put an end to 
by the war with Spain. The incredible 
childishness of their proceedings in re- 
spect to the Platt amendment, especially 
{jn the preparation of the astonishing 
addendum to their constitution, creates 
the gravest doubt of their ability to set 
up at once and maintain a safe govern- 
ment. 

The President would be chargeable 
with holding his responsibilities lightly 
if he should put aside all doubts_ and 
immediately turn the island over to the 
revolutionary leaders in blind confidence 
that somehow they would come out right. 
We have the right to exact assurances 
and guarantees of the Cubans. We must 
exercise that right for their own safety 
end for our own. 





WHAT IS INTIMIDATION ? 


Vice Chancellor Pitney, in the case of 

the striking employes of the Paterson 
silk mills, charged with contempt of 
court in disobeying an injunction for- 
bidding them to interfere with or in- 
timidate other employes who want to 
work, declares that every person has the 
right to work or not to work as he or 
she sees fit, but no one has the right 
to keep another person from working. 
} rhe statutes of many States contain 
provisions in accord with this declara- 
tion. In New York the Penal Code, Sec- 
tion 653, makes it a misdemeanor to at- 
tempt the intimidation of any person 
with the purpose of compelling such per- 
son “to do or abstain from doing any 
act” which he or she has a legal right 
to do. The Mississippi statute, enacted 
in 1898, embodies the spirit of most 
State laws on this subject: 


Any person or persons who shall by 
placards, or other writing, or verbally, at- 





tempt by threats, direct or implied, of 
injury to the person or property of an- 
other, to intimidate such other person into 


an abandonment or change of home or em- 
ployment, shall upon conviction be fined not 
exceeding $500, or imprisoned in the county 
jail not exceeding six months, or in the 
penitentiary rot exceeding five years, as 
the court in its discretion may determine. 


The New Hampshire statute imposes 
a penalty of fine or imprisonment upon 
“shall interfere in any 
* to prevent any 


any person who 
way whatever * * 
person from engaging in his lawful busi- 
mess, trade, or calling.” But in many 
States statutory exemption ts made of 
peaceful efforts at persuasion, as in the 
New Jersey law of 1895: 


It shall not be uniawful for any two or 
more persons to unite, combine, or bind 
themselves by oath, covenant, agreement, 
allfance, or otherwise to persuade, advise, 
encourage. by peacenble means, any per- 
s0n or persons to enter into any combina- 
tion for or against leaving or entering into 
the employment of any person, persons, or 
corporation. 


In his observations in the case of the 
Paterson strikers, who have attempted 
by various means to induce young wo- 
men employed in the silk mills to leave 
their ¢mployment, Vice Chancellor Pit- 
wey drew with a firm hand the line be- 
tween the lawful and the unlawful: 


0 persen has no right to speak to an- 
ther against his will or make it disagree- 
eble for another to work. A person has 
the same rights in the street as he has in 
4s own home. The rule of law is that an 
et must be construed as not to interfere 
with vate rights. The right to influence 
man by just argument and persuasion 
must not be done without that man’s con- 
t. You have no more right to accost 
m on the street against his will than to 
invede his home for that purpose. These 
Js are not to be accosted on the street 

or to have faces made at them, nor to be 
pointed out to others and annoyed. ‘ 


Under that construction of the law 
there can. be no difficulty in determining 
the point where intimidation begins. 
Argument and persuasion are lawful so 
long as the person to whom they are ad- 
dressed is willing to listen to them. 
When the effort is begun or continued 
against his wish and desire, when he 
is unwillirg to listen, and the attempt, 
whatever be its nature, whatever be 
the means employed, is made without 
his consent, it becomes unlawful in- 
timidation. This conclusion flows from 
the natural meaning of the word. To 
{intimidate is to inspire with fear. The 
Igw does not say or require as the condi- 
tion of its applicability that the state 
of abject terror shall be created. Any 
Gegree of fear constitutes intimidation. 





If a walking delegate or a striking em- 
ployé forces advice upon a workman 
who is willing to work but unwilling to 
be talked to about not working; or if, 
as in the Paterson case, men or women 
are followed, insulted, and annoyed on 
their way to or from the mill, it is plain 
that an act of intimidation has been 
committed. Such acts are unmistakably 
of a nature to inspire fear—the fear that 
if these fail of their object other and 
rougher means will be employed. 

The law against intimidation is con- 
tinually violated. It is not too much to 
say that it is violated in the case of 
every strike where the employer at- 
tempts to fill with other help the places 
of the men who have gone out. Why 
is it that nobody is punished? Why 
were there no arrests and convictions 
of the misdemeanants in the street car 
strike at Albany? Has lax enforcement 
resulted from misunderstanding of the 
law, or from the reluctance or inability 
of magistrates to determine just where 
lawful persuasion ceases and intimida- 
tion begins? Vice Chancellor PiTNEy’s 
language brings plainly into view the 
point where argument merges into 
menace. It is where the workman is an 
unwilling listener, where the acts of 
persuasion are forced upon him, are at- 
tempted without his consent. Every- 
thing beyond that is calculated to in- 
spire fear, is intimidation, and unlawful. 
It then becomes the duty of the officer 
of the law and of the magistrate to 
intervene for the enforcement of the 
law and for the protection of the right 
to work. 

The friends of labor talk much about 
the right to work. They mean that 
society owes a job at good wages to 
every workingman. But labor itself 
continually denies the right to work and 
seeks by measures of intimidation to pre- 
vent its exercise. What could be more 
salutary than the honest enforcement 
of the law in all strikes where intimida- 
tion is practiced? 





AN EXPERT WITNESS ON CHINA. 

Sir Rogpert Hart is undoubtedly en- 
thea to speak with more authority on 
Chinese politics than any other foreigner. 
With the possible exception of some mis- 
sionaries, he is about the oldest foreign 
resident in the country, and his official 
position has given him a better oppor- 
tunity than any missionary could have 
for knowing the ways of thinking and 
of feeling of the Chinese official classes. 
His account of the siege of the legations 
was one of the most interesting that 
were given, and his reflections upon 
those events were very suggestive and 
enlightening. His conclusions were ex- 
tensively dissented from in his own coun- 
try. But that was because they amount- 
ed to a disapproval of the British course 
in comparison, for instance, with our 
own. Observation of the practical work- 
ings of ‘“‘ the concert,’ as we pointed out 
yesterday, have brought some of his 
critics to his and our way of thinking. 

Nevertheless, it is difficult to under- 
stand the sentiments expressed in an in- 
terview which he has just given to the 
representative of a London paper, and 
especially his contention that it was a 
mistake for the Powers to fortify théir 
legations in Peking. Theoretically, there 
is, of course, force in the suggestion that 
if you cannot trust a country to observe 
the inviolability of your official repre- 
sentatives it is idle to hope for peaceful 
relations. But, in the first place, it is 
evident that the sanctity of the legations 
has been violated, and that with the con- 
nivance of the Chinese Government. In 
the second place, the fortification of the 
legations would enable their inmates to 
hold out against a mere mob attack until 
the Chinese Government could come to 
the rescue. We may perhaps suppose 
that the Chinese Government has been 
too bitterly admonished of the result of 
leaving the legations open to attack to 
repeat that offense. But Sir RoBEeRT 
seems to give away his whole case when 
he admits that if the foreign troops were 
entirely withdrawn ‘‘ there would not be 
a foreigner left alive in Peking t@-mor- 
row.” 

Possibly he means that Peking, after 
the retirement of the foreign troops and 
before the return of the Chinese Court, 
would relapse into a condition of absolute 
anarchy. In that case, both the Powers 
and the Chinese Government would have 
reason to congratulate themselves that 
the legations were fortified and victualed 
to stand such a siege as a mere mob 
could bring against them. There will, 
however, be no dispute on this side of 
the Atlantic that the Director of Chinese 
Customs is in the right in saying that 
the Powers are in the wrong in failing 
to take, or at least to allow for, the Chi- 
nese point of view. It is matter for con- 
gratulation that we ourselves have 
avoided the mistake that has marked and 
marred the proceedings of “ the concert,” 
and that our forbearance is appreciated 
in China. It will doubtless be worth 
much to us in our future relations with 
the empire. 








A POINT WELL TAKEN. 

In the agitation now going on in va- 
rious parts of the Old World to secure 
some sort of Government aid in resisting 
American enterprise, there is one point 
made that is at least plausible and is 
likely to have some influence with the 
Governments. It was made by Sir AL- 
FRED HICKMAN, the former President of 
the British Iron and» Steel Association, 
in his reply to Lord GzorcE HAMILTON 
in the debate on the purchase of Amer- 
ican engines in Burmah. It is that 
American manufacturers enjoy the bene- 
fit of what is practically an export 
bounty. He said: 


The American engineer has a protected 
market, which enables him to make enor- 
mous profits at home and even to sell at a 
loss abroad, still getti a satisfactory re- 
turn on his capital. venture to assert 
with confidence that, but for the 37 per 
cent. duty, we should sell more engines in 
semis than the Americans would send 

ere. 


Of course, it is perfectly well known to 





the author of this statement that the 
practice of occasionally shipping surplus 
product to a foreign market even at gaome 
loss rather than to force it on the home 
market, and so reduce prices there, is 
not confined to America. It is a device 
that is resorted to in England whenever 
the conditions make it prudent, It has 
sometimes been accompanied by the plan 
of flooding an American market in the 
hope of stifling competition and yield- 
ing a more secure demand and higher 
prices later. But there is certainly a 
difference where this is done at the sole 
risk of those who do it. In the case of 
some American manufacturers it is true 
that high prices at home, aiding export 
at low rates, are made possible by the 
tariff. That is an advantage that is 
costly and unfair to the home consumer 
and should be withdrawn. It is unlikely 
that it affects the particular industry in 
question, for the American engines are 
not really in any serious danger of Eng- 
lish competition at home or elsewhere, 
The chief mischief in this matter is that 
our legislatve policy affords a very ef- 
fective precedent for our foreign com- 
petitors to cite for interference by their 
own Governments. And the Govern- 
ments are only too willing to follow it. 
Whatever may have been true in the 
past, our best policy now is in the ad- 
vancement of unimpeded commercial in- 
tercourse in every direction. 





CONSTITUTION’S MISHAP. 

The mishap to Constitution, the Herres- 
hoff yacht designed to ecdémpete for the 
honor of defending the America’s Cup, 
nearly duplicates that which recently 
befell the challenger. Though there does 
not appear to have been a sudden and 
fierce squall, as there was in the case of 
Sir THomAs LipTon’s craft, the mast re- 
fused to withstand the enormous strain 
put upon it by the lateral pressure of 
tle huge spread of canvas, and snapped 
off about two-thirds of the way up. 
This, it must be admitted, is the unusual 
feature of the accident. If the mast had 
given Way at the partners, it would have 
shown that the weakness was purely 


structural, but as it is there is a possi- 
bility that a flaw existed in the stick 


itself, while everything else was all right. 

If this proves to be the case, as it seems 
likely that it will, then we may feel as- 
sured that there is nothing radically 
wrong with Mr. HERRESHOFF’sS calcula- 
tions. A new gnast, carefully selected, 
will set matters right again. But if ex- 
amination should fail to show that the 
mast was defective, then there is grave 
eause for anxiety. If the stick was sound 
the evidence would go to show that the 
new defender is oversparred. And this, 
in the opinion of moderate sailors, is 
likely to be the case with all of these 
immense single-stickers. 

They are not healthy craft. They are 
enormities, unfit for ocean work except 
in Summer racing weather, and unsuit- 
able to the demands of cruising. When 
their racing work is ended these great 
sloops or cutters are fit only to be turned 
into schooners or sold to the junkman. 
That two of them within so short a 
period should succumb to the strain of 
their canvas will make most yachtsmen 
sit up and think. But whether it will in 
the end lead to the return to a sounder 
type of vessel is doubtful. Racing is a 
specialty, and singular vessels must be 
built to meet its requirements. 

The limit of design in the matter of 
improving the lines of the hulls seems to 
have been reached, and now the only 
thing the designers can do is to make 
the under-water parts of the yachts as 
slight as possible, and provide immense 
spreads of canvas to force them through 
the sea at the greatest attainable speed. 
The accidents which have happened will 
cause fear that sooner or later there will 
be a disaster in which human life will be 
lost. We have no Kings on board Con- 
stitution, but there are good men and 
true who could ill be spared. It is a safe 
conclusion, at any rate, that a modern 
cup defender is not the kind of craft that 
a gentleman would select for the Sum- 
mer cruising of his family. 











JURIES AND CORPORATIONS. 

How Southern juries regard their 
duties in, cases involving the interests 
of the individual against the rights of a 
corporation is illustrated in the result 
of a trial of a cause of this kind at 
Dallas, N. C., last week. A young white 
man of that place, while too drunk to 
take care of himself, took his seat on the 
track of a section of the Southern Rail- 
way and waited until a train came along 
and killed him. This happened late at 
night and under conditions which ren- 
dered it impossible for the most vigi- 
lant engineer to see the young inebriate 
and stop the train in time to avoid strik- 
ing him. The father of the unfortunate 
victim of this casualty brought suit 
against the road for $2,000 damages. 
The evidence established the fact that 
the young man was too drunk to take 
care of himself and had no business to 
trespass in that or any other condition 
upon the company’s right of way. The 
Judge instructed the jury that in assess- 
ing damages, if they found that any 
were due, they should consider what 
wages the young man would probably 
have earned during the remainder of 
his life. This would seem to be a diffi- 
cult matter in the case of one whose 
habits accounted for his obliteration un- 
der the wheels of the night express, The 
“ average expectancy " of a hard drinker 
who allows himself to become irresponsi- 
bly drunk is always a matter of some 
uncertainty; equally so is his earning 
power, since his ability to keep a job is 
at best conjectural. To the surprise of 
the Court and the consternation of the 
counsel for the corporation, the jury fig- 
ured the probable wage-earning power 
of the deceased in their own way, and 
brought in a verdict for the plaintiff for 
$2,269.98, being $269.98 more than the 
amount sued for. ’ 

This is amusing, but it has its serious 
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side as well. The courts are much to 
blame for permitting such travesties of 
justice in civil suits in which corpora- 
tions are defendants, Of juries almost 
anything may be expected, but Judges 
have their duties in such cases, and in 
dealing with corporations they should 
leaye ne room for such miscarriages as 
that described. 








- TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Amusement in considerable quantities 
can be extracted from the proclamation 
just issued by the Rev. Dr. Gporce D. 
HERRON, who, with his new “ comrade,” 
is now an object of extreme interest to— 
Metuchen, N. J. It would be almost as 
hard to tell why he should issue a procla- 
mation of his plans as it would be to ex- 
plain his continued use of two titles like 
“ Reverend" and “ Doctor,” both of which 
carry, by long association if in no other 
way, an implication of doctrinal orthodoxy 
and of reasonable regard for the estab- 
lished social standards, but possibly Mr. 
HERRON is himself satisfied with a name 
less elaborately adorned, and certainly he 
should not be held responsible for what 
other people call him. What struck us as 
funny was his description of his little Jer- 
sey farm as a place ‘“‘ where I hope some- 
times to escape from the storm and stress 
of work for a week or two."’ This shows 
how very seriously Mr. Herron takes 
himself and his “ work’’—it’s amazing 
that he didn’t spell it ‘‘ Work’’—and his 
tendency to employ neat phrases without 
much regard to their meaning or relevancy 
to the subject in hand. ‘Storm and 
stress’’ is undoubtedly neat. It is even 
neater, being alliterative, in English than 
in the original German, but where, pray, 
did Mr. H®RRON get the idea that every- 
where except in Metuchen, N. J., he toils 
in the centre of a great elemental disturb- 
ance? The little tempests which he has 
hitherto encountered were not only dis- 
tinctively local, but they were entirely of 
his own voluntary creation, and he will 
carry them with him wherever he goes. 
That he entertains peculiar theories, eco- 
nomic and social, has made vastly less stir 
than has the belief that he ignores some 
of the ordinary respectabilities of life as 
understood by a very large majority of his 
fellow-citizens. The transgressions of this 
sort with which he has been charged are 
not uncommon here, but the defense of 
them is, or has been, very uncommon in- 
deed, and hence it is to be feared that as a 
reformer Mr. HERRON will not have much 
success in the United States, 








-——Some weeks or months ago, when the 
unpleasant subject of expectoration in pub- 
lice places was receiving-more attention 
than, we are glad to say, it now requires, 
we printed an editorial article in which 
was included the following sentence: 


The certainty of losing 5 cents and possibly 
of having to walk would appeal to the man who 
spits more forcibly than the remote chance of 
having to pey $500 or pass a twelvemonth in 
jail. 

Now, the peculiarities of that sentence 
escaped notice, so far as we know, not only 
in thie office but in this country, and it re- 
mained for a critic on the other side of the 
world, in a place where it is somewhat 
doubtful if a word of English was ever 
spoken or written unt!l very recently, to 
make us wonder how the words came to be 
arranged in just that way. We have, it 
seems, a reader in the town of Bacolod— 
accent on the second syllable, please—a 
town for which the most that can be said 
is that it is regarded as of some importance 
by the inhabitants of the island of Negros. 
That island, as not quite all of us can yet 
tell without the help of mapg not to be 
found in every atlas, is about in the centre 
of the Philippine group, and Bacolod, which 
is not a few miles to the southward of 
Manila, is even further away from any- 
where, according, to the measurements of 
civilization. Yet from that town we re- 
ceived yesterday a letter inclosing a slip 
clipped from our editorial page and a sheet 
of coarse paper on which was written with 
a blue pencil the slightly derisive admoni- 
tion—" You make him spit too forcibly.”’ 
We have been taken to task for a good 
many things by a good many correspon- 
dente in a good many places, but this is 
the first time that criticism has reached 
us from Bacolod, and somehow it gives a 
queer, new pain. Was it for this that we 
have supported the Administration's for- 
eign policies—for this that we have earned 
the horror of the Bostonian anti-imperial- 
ists? 





—In attempting to account for the re- 
cent acceptance of ‘Christian Science” 
by a, considerable number of well-to-do and 
nominally intelligent men and women in 
England, a writer in The Spectator says 
that before the craze passes, as it is sure 
speedily to do, note should be taken of 
how symptomatic it is of two present-day 
feelings—"‘ the intense wish for a new creed 
and the intense intolerance of bodily suf- 
fering.”” His remarks on the second of 
these points are interesting and suggestive. 
‘“‘There must be,” he says, “‘some new 
horror of sickness creeping into the world, 
stimulating the energies, no doubt, of sant- 
tary Inspectors, but also debilitating the 
old patience and fortitude which lie at the 
very root of human strength. We believe 
this to be a marked feature of our day, 
and can, we think, dimly perceive its cause. 
As in modern civilization other dangers 
are vanishing, and men—and more especial- 
ly women—lead protected, not to say 
padded, lives, their minds fasten on the one 
danger, sickness, which still threatens all, 
they exaggerate its horrors, and at last 
come to the idea which we seem to see run- 
ning. through the whole structure of Chris- 
tian Scientism, that sickness must in some 
way be sin, or at all events a product of 
sin.”” We have called this interesting and 
suggestive, but reflection hardly sustains 
the theory that the desire for health is any 
stronger now than it was in the past. The 
new repugnance for the infliction of pain 
on men and animals has, indeed, been 
ascribed in part to a new sensitiveness, not 
less physical than mental, but healing 
miracles hold an important place in many 
if not all systems of religion, and not less 
frequently in those of remote than in those 
of comparatively recent origin. Human 
nature seems to be now much the same 
as it always was, or at least as it has 
been since it began to leave records of its 
emotions. There is nothing new iq “ Chris- 
tian Sciendée,”’ and its success is not a bit 
more remarkable than that of the closely 
allied ‘‘ green goods game." 





—Over in Queens County definite 
charges of incompeterice and neglect have 
been made against the Health Board be- 
cause of its failure to deal promptly and 
effectively with cases of smallpox, and 
Justice Mappox, in charging the June 
Grand Jury, directed its members to give 
the subject their special attention. Some 
such action might well be taken in this 
county, not that anything quite or nearly 
so bad as is reported from Queens has hap- 
pened here, but because, though much has 
been done, success has not been attained, 
and the city, months after the smallpox 
appeared here, is still troubled and im- 
periled by it. Yet the malady is one for 
the continued presence of which in any 


‘civilized community there is no excuse, if 


medical authority can be trusted. Some- 
thing is evidently wrong somewhere, and 
the general tendency fs to point to politics 
and politicians as the source of the trouble. 
The explanation is adequate, and that is 
the next thing to accurate. Our Health 
Board has its merits, beyond a doubt, and 
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at least among its subordinate officials 
there are not a few zealous, intelligent, and 
competent men, else would our mortality 
records not be what they are, but small- 
pox is both preventable and conquerable— 
and it has been neither prevented nor con- 
quered. 


THE CANTEEN EXPERIENCES 
/ AN EX-OFFICER. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As an ex-army officer during the civil 
war, I have been very much interested in 
the discussion that has been going on in 
your valuable paper on the army canteen 
question. 

I will premise what I am going to say 
by this caption, ‘‘ Human nature is human 
nature.”” You tell a little boy or a little girl 
they must not do a certain thing; that is 
the very thing they want to do and will 
tind a way to do it, though they may never 
have desired or wished to do the thing 
until told not to do it. 

In 1861 I entered the volunteer service 
from this State as Second Lieutenant. In 
the course of a short time I found myself 
with the regiment doing garrison duty at 
Fort Monroe, Virginia. The department 
consisted of a territory within a circuit 
of ten miles of the fort, Gen. Benjamin F, 
Butler in command. 

About this time the intemperance of the 
army was harped upon as it has been during 
the Spanish war and up to the present time. 
Under this superficial spur of public opinion 
Gen. Butler issued an order prohibiting 
the sale of malt and spirituous liquors in 
the department. If there is any law that 
can enforce a prohibitory law it is military 
or martial law. 
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Prior to the issuance of this order the 


intemperance and disorderly conduct in and 
around Fort Monroe, Camp Hampton, and 
Newport News was at a minimum. Imme- 
diately upon the issuance of this order 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct be- 
came the maximum and the guardhouses 
were constantly full. 

A certain Corporal, who was a member 
of my company, a most exemplary citizen 
when at home, whom I had known from 
boyhood, and never knew him to uge liquor 
in any form, exemplified the human nature 


that I have represented at the head of this 
paragraph, in this way. -He asked me for 
@ pass to go beyond the lines, and it was 
granted at once. Judge my astonishment 
when I found this excellent soldier and 
exemplary citizen in the guardhouse -fight- 
ing drunk, 

n the following morning I sent for him 
and expressed my surprise. He, standing 
in the position of a soldier, simply replied: 

When an order was issued depriving 
me of my rights as a citizen, telling me 
that I cannot have a glass of beer or a 
drink of brandy, when I think I need it, 
and my liberty in this respect is restrict- 
ed, I deliberately obtained that pass from 
you that I might go beyond the lines and 
get a drink. bought a bottle of whisky 
and drank it.” 

I think somewhere in your discussion I 
have seen a somewhat similar case men- 
tioned. 

The second example is of a man of an 
entirely different stamp, who would in- 
dul e in intoxicants at every opportunity. 
While this law was in foree he was under 
restraint to a certain extent, but one morn- 
ing I found him roaring drunk in the guard- 
house, I sent for him and questioned him 
as to where he got the liquor. He said: 
‘Lieutenant, you gave me an order for 
it yesterday.’ You can imagine my sur- 
prise. On Sntnking the matter over, I re- 
membered that he had applied to me for an 
order on the sutler for a measure of alco- 
hol and gunpowder to clean his gun. That 
is what he got drunk on. 

A tHird illustration covers fourteen men, 
under charge of a Corporal, that were lo- 
cated in a smal! building, and they were all 
good soldiers and citizens; the Corporal I 
considered an excellent one. It was my 
turn for guard duty at the main entrance 
to the fort. Some time after taps I heard 
numerous calls, such as ‘“ Corporal Guard 
Post No. 8."" I made inquiry, and found 
that there was considerable disturbance in 
the vicinity of Post No. 8 I took a Cor- 
poral and file of men, went up, and found 
all of these fourteen men very much under 
the influence of Iiquor. They were all sent 
to the guardhouse. I made an Iinvestiga- 
tion, and under the floor I found a five- 
gallon keg of whisky. I continued the in- 
vestigation, but never learned how they got 
that whisky until my return to Brooklyn 
several years after the war. 

One evening at my store there came to- 
ether a number of these men. After 
ransacting the business, which pertained 
to Decoration Day or something of like 
character, one of them said: ‘‘ Major, did 
you know that you gave me an order which 
brought that keg of whisky into the fort?”’ 
My reply was ‘‘ No; how and when did T 
give it to you?” He said: ‘I came to 
your quarters and asked for an order to 
bring in two barrels of vegetables. You 
gave me the order. We had arranged with 
a coaster going to Baltimore and return to 
bring us some whisky. He brought this 
whisky, and we brought it in the fort at 
the bottom of one of these barrels of vege- 
tebdles, and had a good time until the scrap 
Yegzan.”” 

The state of affairs that I have indicated 
continued until Gen. Wool, an old army of- 
ficer, was placed in command of the de- 
partment. ne of his first acts was to re- 
voke the prohibitory order; drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct practically ceased. 
The guardhouses contained only such men 
as violated some minor regulation of mili- 
tary law, one of which was being under 
the influence of liquor when they should 
have been “ ready for duty.” 

I spent the month of March of the pres- 
ent year at Old Point Comfort, as has been 
my custom for several years past. The can- 
teen law went into effect a short time be- 
fore my arfival, and this is what I saw as 
a dally occurrence. 

From two to three, or more, enlisted men, 
(privates, Corporals, and Sergeants.) wend- 
ing their way to the village of Phoebus, 
which was formerly Camp Hamilton, where 
there are innumerable liquor stores estab- 
lished, many since the passage of the can- 
teen law. In the afternoon or evening I 
have seen these parties coming back from 
this village very much under the influence 
of liquor. 

I made inquiries among the officers sta- 
tioned there, as to their observation of the 
effect of the canteen law, and they con- 
firmed my judgment formed years ago. to 
wit: If a man feels the need of a stimylant 
and it is convenient for him to obtain it, 
the soldier will ordinarily go to the canteen 
or the sutler and get his glass of beer or 
whisky, and that is the end of it. But 
when he has to go beyond the lines and 
obtain it surreptitiously, two or more go. 
and it means two or more drinks, as each 
must treat the other. The result is bad 
for the soldier, bad for the army, and 
worse for those who enact or cause to be 
enacted such laws.

NOISY YOUNGSTERS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You publish daily letters from correspond- 
ents who get warm under the collar, and 
occasionally your own temperature in that 
region rises sufficiently to provoke an edi- 
torial, about ‘‘ beautifying the city.” It 
is a big subject, and a fruitful one, but as 
the said beautifying is being done, who 
shall protect us against our own vandals? 
It seems to be everybody's business, and 
so nobody’s, who shall inculcate civic virtue 
of this kind in the hearts of the very worst 
destroyers of civic peace and beauty? And 
who are these? Why, the future hope of the 
Nation; the jolly, destructive, vociferous, 
enthusiastic, pestilent small fry, the boys 
and girls who bring themselves up (mostly) 
to manhood and womanhood without much 
help or restraint, and raise a good deal of 
cain in the process. 

There was but one man who knew how to 
engage and use their energies, and he, the 
great and lamented Waring, had only time 
to begin at it. So far as I can see, all our 
Art Leagues and Protective Associations 
overlook the point that if we want streets, 
parks, and buildings beautiful, clean, and 
as quiet as may be, we must begin by inter- 


esting and instructing the natural foes of 


all three—the young ones who seem to be 
endowed, among lovable traits, with an 
unlovable extra genius for destructiveness 
and an exce}lent wif to give it full play. 
This is due in most cases to lack of 
knowledge and perspective. There are laws 
against ball playing, stone throwing, bon- 
fires, and noise at night in the streets, but 


if a policeman be forced into arresting an 
offender against these ordinances. aged, 
say eight or ten, the Judge generally dis- 
charges him, and the boy goes his way to 
do it some more. Yet a boy of eight or ten, 
a good average sample of New York boy, 
can do a lot of damage. The ordinances 
are right, yet in most cases it is hard to 





blame the Jud; or overlooking the lapse; 
“it was suc Eilts one. 

Now, one of New York's greatest beauties 
is Riverside Drive, It is uniaue and the 
peragraphere and joke builde yecognise 
his, in @ way by tting off , ee 
things’ about dwelling there. he jokes 
are real jokes, but not in the way the 
jokesters mean, I live there, and I know it. 
There was a time when it was a desir- 
able place to be. The Drive was cultivated 
and patroled and kept in order, but we 
have had a distinct retrogression in town 
since then, and the powers that be have 
turned the Drive into a pandemonium. The 
‘kids’ play all over the grass, tear it up, 
and distribute it in nearby doorways, play 
ball or any old thing that includes plenty 
of howling, sling mud literally and meta- 
phorically in at the windows, and do about 
as they please gerierally. In warm weather 
it is distracting to open a window. 

This is the day programme, and at night 
callow youths and misses do congregate 
and do their little all toward making mel- 
ody. The music is tough and the language 
frequently heard is tougher yet. This keeps 
up until everything they know is sung or 
said, and they are tired. Well, let us in- 
vokeé the majesty of the law. I complained 
to the Police Department last Summer. 
The letter was referred to the Captain of 
the precinct; he (I suppose) referred it to 
the patrolman, and this satrap met me on 
the street, and I “got it good,” a first- 
class, up-and-down, right-and-left tongue 
lashing. Was there any use in going fur- 

The streets and parks belong to the. peo- 
ple, but the dwellers alongside the rks 

y large taxes for the pleasure of living 
here, in addition to their ordinary common 
rights, and have some idea of what is for 
the best interests of the parks. It strikes 
me as a pretty poor idea to turn Riverside 
Drive into a “ recreation ground,” but how- 
ever that may be, I think the ignorance of 
the small offenders against the decency, 
comfort, and beauty of the city and the 
disinclination to punish them for such of- 
fenses should be met by some sort of 
League for ‘‘ Kids.’’ Instruction that will 
get down to and at them and endeavor from 
the ground up to show them why they 
must not build bonfires on asphalt streets, 
indulge in stone fights, and chalk legends 
over housefronts, would be of advantage. 

There is little encouragement for him 
who desires to ‘‘ beautify the city” by 
erecting a handsome residence to have his 
pains set at naught and his peace and 
Pen destroyed by an irresponsible coin- 
abitant. I teach my own children this 
branch of civic virtue, but I would also 
subscribe to any efficient agency for teach- 
ing others, dnd think it a good investment.

JUDGES AND THEIR VACATIONS. 


From The Chicago Tribune. 

THE NEw YorK Times improves the oc- 
casion of the adjournment of the United 
Statés Supreme Court until the second Mon- 
day in October without passing upon the 
status of the Filipino case by making some 
severe strictures upon the Judges, and 
United States Judges in general, for taking 
such long vacations and so many holdays at 
the expense of tedious delays to business 
and justice as well as of congested court 
calendars. It says: “The plain fact is that 
if the Judges would only honestly and in- 
dustriously do the work they are well paid 
for doing, or at any rate well enough paid 
to have induced them to undertake it, there 
would be an immediate end to all the talk 
about the law’s delay.” 

ere ig much truth in THE TiMEs’s criti- 
cism, but it is not quite fair to confine it 
to United States Judges, some of whom 
have to be absent on circuits, while others 
have to write long opinions, so that they 


are not by any means idle during all their 
so-called ‘‘ vacations.’’ But there is good 
cause for complaint of the length of vaca- 
tions taken by some State and city Judges. 
The tendency is to long vacations and short 
hours for all Judges, and the hours are 
growing shorter and the vacations longer, 
some of them so long that a Judge can 
ass much time in Europe, some outsider 
faving to be brought in to fill his place and 
not at his expense. 

In the face of these prolonged vacations 
there is continuous pressure on the part of 
bailiffs and other court officials and some 
politicians and lawyers for the appointment 
of more Judges, which, of course, means an 
increase of courtrooms and the appointment 
of more baltliffs. The plea is made that 
there are not enough Judges to keep up 
with business and that the court calendars 
are continually congested. But when the 
new Judges are appointed there is no re- 
ief for the situation. As goon as there are 
more Judges then the vacations are length- 
ened and the hours of labor are shortened, 
so there is no gain. 

The criticism is not fair in all cases. 
There are some Judges—Tuley for example 
—who work exceedingly hard and whose life 
on the bench has few vacations, so con- 
scientious are they in their devotion to pub- 
lic business; but, on the whole, the ten- 
dency of city Judges is to take things easy 
at the expense of the community, much 
easier than any other class of public ser- 
vants is allowed to do, and to rest fully a 
third of the year regardless of the demands 
of business, though they are the ones who 
deplore most loudly ‘‘ the crowded condi- 
tion of the dockets,’”’ for which their own 
neglect of duty is mostly responsible.

“The colony to be formed by the Volun- 
teers will not be similar to others now in 
operation, but we have under consideration 
a plan for a more successful carrying on of 
our work among the tenement house class 
in congested cities. 

‘In visitation work we come into con- 
tact with a deserving class of poor with- 
out hope of bettering their condition. 
These individuals come from agricultural 
districts in. this and other countries with 
the view of being restored to their natural 
environments. 

‘““We have under consideration the pro- 
posal to own 100,000 acres of Mand in the 
South. Under our plan a stock cempany 
would be formed under a rate corpora- 
tion. The Volunteers woul old, through 
representatives, sufficient stock to insure 
the philanthropic work of the Volunteers 
being carried out. 

“Should the undertaking prove a finan- 
cial success, a portion of its prepeeds aeccru- 


ing to the Volunteers will used in ex- 
tension of humanitarian efforts. through- 


out the States. 

‘‘A committee is examining the possibil- 
ity. of carrying out the un ertaking, but 
until the Directors take action I am not 
in a position to make a fuller statement.”

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“TAYLOR SEPARATION SUIT, 


Action Begun in the Supreme Court— 
Plaintiff Says Husband Refused 
to Provide for Her, 


The trial of the action for separation 
brought by Mrs. Annie Eugenie Taylor 
against Alexander Kirkland Taylor yas 
commenced yesterday in the Supreme Court 
before Justice Clarke. Mr. Taylor is a 
brother of Talbot J. Taylor of the broker~ 
age firm of Talbot J. Taylor & Co. He its 
a member of the Union and Democratia 
Clubs. Mrs. Taylor is a granddaughter of 
John Anderson, who was one of the wealth- 
jest men in New York in the period be~ 
tween 1830 and 1840. Her mother was aw 
granddaughter of a Marshal of France. : 

The original papers in the action for ae 
separation were prepared by Joseph H. 
Choate, and on his appointment as Am- 
bassador to England the firm of Neier & 
McKennell was substituted. Mrs. Taylor 
asks for separation on the grounds that 
her husband has failed to support her and 


has treated her cruelly. The two were 
married at Denver, Col., in 1888, and sepas 
rated at Philadelphia five ears later, 
After this Mrs. Taylor had her husband 
arrested in Philadelphia for abandonment 
and non-support, and he was ordered to 
Bx her $14 a week. She is now receiving 

100 a month as temporary alimony, under 
orders of the courts here. She alleges tha 
her husband, as the investment and bon 
man for the brokerage firm, is receiving 
$10,000 a year and living at the Wealdorr- 
Astoria, while she has to work in order to 
support | herself and two children. Mr, 
Taylor is represented by Weeks, Battle & 
Marshall. e denies the allegations made 
by his wife. 

A number of depositions were read at the 
opening of the case, among them one from 
Mrs. Taylor's mother, in which she said 
that her daughter lived in a state of panic 
and was always apprehensive of what her 
husband might do. 

Mrs. Taylor was then called to the stand, 
and in answer to questions said that after 
her husband had left her she asked him 
once for money to pay for medicine for tha 
children, as one of them was seriously ill, 
and he refused to give it to her. 

‘‘ Did you tell him your circumstances? ”* 

‘Yes; I told him was selling some of 
my things. I also told him I was sewing 
nights to earn money for the children. [ 
even had to sell their christening robes.” 

The witness said that her husband had 
placed all the children’s clothing in a stor- 
age warehouse in Philadelphia along with 
his furniture, and refused to let her get 
the clothing. When he found-out that 
she did get some of it, and also a few 
blankets, out of storage, he made more 
trouble. She said that after the Philadel~ 
phia experience she went to Washington, 
where she cut up a number of her ex- 
pensive gowns and made handbags out of 
them, which she sold for $15 each. She 
said that she later took up fine sewing and 
did work for people in Washington, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, and New York. When 
asked what her income was from this 
work, she said she thought it was about 
$2,500 a year. ; 

Mrs. Taylor said that her husband came 
to Washington to see her once, and on 
that visit told her he was making $10,000 
a year working for his brother, and that 
he would fit up a home for her near New 
York. When she came to New York her 
husband met her and said that he had 
decided he could do nothing for her. 

Mrs, Taylor was still on the stand wher 
court adjourned until this morning.

WILD TRADING IN WHEAT. 
July Opens Higher, but Closes Weak 
and Lower on Heavy Liquida- 
tion in Chicago. 

CHICAGO, June 4.—Liquidation was the 
feature to-day in wheat. July, after cov- 
ering a range of 4% cents, closed weak and 
14% cents lower. There was an exciting 
session, with an extremely large volume 
of business in the wheat pit. The remark- 
able strength which characterized the mar- 
ket yesterday was not maintained, for a 
pyrotechnical advance was followed by a 
decline which was quite as sensational. 

July opened %4 to 1% cents higher, at 78 
to 7914 cents, under conditions strongly 
favoring the bears. There were good rains 
in the West and Northwest, and every- 
thing but wheat responded to this influence 
at the opening. Hardly recovered from 
their shock of yesterday, the speculators 
were loath to believe the shorts would de- 
press the market, and, rushing in their 
buying orders in such confusion that busi- 
ness could hardly_ be transacted, they ran 
the price up to 79% cents within a few 
minutes after the opening. Shorts were 
then fed with long stuff put out by the 
commission houses which bid up the price 
yesterday, and when the source of the 
supply became known.there was a general 
rush to unload.

eral copious rains in the Dakotas, 
braska, Kansas, and other localities, and

COMMISSIONERS OF JUROR 


Mr. Brenner Secures an Order for 
Mr. Melody’s Arrest. 


_— 


It Was Signed by a Republican Justice, 
and a Democratic Justice Prompt- 


ly Stopped it. 


The war between William E. Melody, a 
Democrat, and Jacob Brenner, a Republic- 
an, for the possession of the office of Com- 
m'‘ssioner of Jurors in Kings County goes 
merrily on. The latest move was made 
yesterday by Mr. Brenner, who tried to 
cause the arrest of Mr. Melody. A Repub- 
lican Justice signed the order of arrest and 
a Democratic Justice promptly stopped the 
order. 

By a recent act of the Legislature Bren- 
nm r was appointed Commissioner of Jurors 
in place of Melody. The latter contested 
the appointment in the courts, claiming 
that the act under which it was made was 
unconstitutional. There has been much 
tangled litigation over the matter, but Mr. 
Brenner, who resigned as a City Magis- 
trate tc take the place, has not yet been 
able to get possession of the books and pa- 


pers of the office to which he was ap- 


pointed. 

Yesterday Justice Maddox of the Supreme 
Ceurt, a Republican, rendered a decision in 
favor of the application of Brenner to have 
Melody turn over to him the books and pa- 
pers in question. Brenner went to the of- 
fice of Commissioner of Jurors and de- 
manded immediate possession of the same 
from Melody. The latter, on advice of 
counsel, refused the demand, on the ground 
thut Brenner had not qualified for the of- 
fice and that the decision in the _iatter’s 
favor was to be appealed from. Brenner 
thereupon went again before Justice Mad- 
dox and obtained from him a peremptory 
order for the arrest of Melody. Ihe order 
read as follows: 

I find that William FE. Melody has the books 
and papers appertaining to the Commissioner of 
Jurors’ office in his custody and has refused, 
and still refuses, to deliver them to the Com- 
missioner of Jurors, Brenner. It is ordered 
that William E. Melody be committed to_ the 
county jail until he delivers the books to Com- 
missioner of Jurors Brenner, or until otherwise 
discharged according to law. . 

The news of the granting of the order of 
arrest was flashed to Mr. Melody, and there 
Was a great scurrying on the part of him- 
self and his friends to block the new move, 
His counsel, Robert Elder, hastened to Jus- 
tice Josiah T. Marean, a Democrat, and ob- 
tained from him a stay of the order of ar- 
rest and of all proceedings, pending the 
hearing of an order to show cause before 
Justice Gaynor on June 11 why the stay 
should not be made permanent or until the 
Court of Appeals finally disposes of the 
whole matter. 

While this was going on the door of the 
office ot Commissioner of Jurors was 
locked by the clerks, and no one was ad- 
mitted. One of the clerks said that Mr. 
Melody was inside, but hangers-on in the 
Court House corridor said afterward that 
Mr Melody had left the office and re- 
mained away until his counsel got the stay 
from Justice Marean. 

In opposing the action taken by Mr. Bren- 
mer to secure possession of the office, Mr. 
Melody contended that the provisions of 
Section of Article 10 of the Constitution 
inhibited the appointment of county offi- 
cers by other “than the Board of Super- 
Visors or some other county authority,” 
maintaining that the office in question was 
a county office and that the appointing 
board, the Justices of the Appellate Divis- 
ion of the Supreme Court, was not a coun- 
ty authority. 

Justice Maddox, rendering his decision in 
favor ot Mr. Brenner, said in part:

CO-RESPONDENTS MAY DEFEND. 


Ruling by Justice Blanchard Accords 
Right to a Jury Trial. 

Rae Wiener, who is named as the co- 
respondent in a counter-suit instituted by 
Mrs. Johanna Rixa, in answer to Dr. Rixa’s 
action for an absolute divorce suit, ob- 
tained permission from Justice Blanchard, 
in the Supreme Court, yesterday, to have 
issues framed for a jury. 

The application of Miss Wiener brought 
up the right of co-respondents to appear 
in divorce suits and defend their char- 
acters. Dr. Rixa’s charges against his 
wife were replied to by the latter with a 
counter-allegation, in which Rae Wiener 
Was named as the co-respondent. 


BOY FELL OVER THE PALISADES. 


Was Instantly Killed, and Body Recov- 
ered by Means of a Human Ladder. 


‘The body of a-boy about sixteen years 
_ O14 was discovered on the Palisades, near 
methe West Shore Ferry, Weehawken, yes- 
erday morning. It is believed he was on 
his way to school when he accidentally fell 
ever the cliff, which, from where he fell, 
is about 100 feet high. The body was found 
about half way’ down, having struck on 
an obstruction. It was got to the ground by 
means of a human ladder up the face of the 
cliff. Twenty men were pressed into serv- 
ice, and the body passed from man to man. 


It was taken to the Hoboken Morgue, 
where it will be held for examination. 


STREET RAILWAY LOSES CASE. 


Verdict for $25,000 Damages Confirmed 
by the Supreme Court. 


Justice McAdam in the Supreme Court 
yesterday refused to set aside the verdict in 
the action of Mrs. Hannah Sternfels against 
the Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
and the Henry Elias Brewing Company. 
Mrs. Sternfels was awarded $25,000 for the 
death of her husband, ‘Morris Sternfels, 
who was a passenger on a car of the street 
railway company which collided with a 


wagon of the brewing company on Third 
Avenuc. 

An interesting feature of the closing argu- 
ment in the case was the repudiation by 
the railway company of the testimony of 
one of its own witnesses. The witness on 
the stand had testified that he was near 
the scene of the accident and had seen Mr. 
Sternfels running across the street in front 
of the car. Later he admitted he knew lit- 
tle if anything about the accident, and was 


sot present when it occurred. 


Footpath Is Completed, and Representa- 
tives of the Contractors Walked 


Over it. 


The last plank connecting the foot bridge 
of the new East River Bridge, between 
Williamsburg and Manhattan, was laid at 
11 o'clock yesterday morning, and the 
workmen from both sides“of the river 
shook hands. A demonstration was made 
by the river craft, and everybody who hap- 
pened to be passing at the time joined in. 

William Hilderbrand, the chief engineer 
for the Roebling Sons’ Company, which has 
the contract for the cable work on the 
bridge, and Isaac Hartz, assistant eng!- 
neer, were the first persons to cross the 
new structure. They were accompanied 
by H. B. Robinson of the bridge engineer's 
staft. 

Before the footbridge will be ‘entirely 
finished the footways to the anchorage 
on both sides and the upper part of the 
entire structure upon which the first work 
of making the cable proper have to be 
built. When this has been done an invita- 
tion will be extended by the contractors to 
Mayor Van Wyck and the members of the 
Bridge Commission to cross the structure. 
The Mayor will probably lead the way. 
The start will be made from the Manhattan 
side, and when the entire party reaches 
Williamsburg they will be met by repre- 
sentatives of the Roebling Sons and enter- 
tained at dinner. 


THE DELPIT CASE AGAIN. 


Principal in Conflict Between Church 
and State in Canada May Seek 
Divorce in Baltimore. 

Allen Caruthers, a lawyer of 231 Broad- 
way, announced yesterday that the Delpit 
divorce case, which recently formed a mat- 
ter of considerable discussion in Canada, 
transferred to this country, and 
that Mr. Delpit has moved to Baltimore, 
Md., where he is now establishing a resi- 
dence preparatory to bringing an action for 

divorce against his wife. 

Mr. Caruthers said that he had been re- 
tained by Mr. Delpit to represent him in 
the action, and that, barring accident, a 
divorce 
months. 

The Delpit case has become celebrated in 
the legal &nnals of Canada owing to the 
conflicting decisions of Church and State. 
Mr. Delpit and Berthe Aurore Jeanne Cote 
of Montreal were married in 189% by a Uni- 
tarian minister. Both of the young people 
were Roman Catholics, but they had de- 
cided not to go to their own priests to be 
married. A year ago Mrs. Delpit brought 
an action for separation from her husband 
in the Province of Quebec. About the same 
time Mr. Delpit appealed to the Church 
authorities to have the marriage declared 
void on the grounds that it was a clandes- 
tine ceremony, not having been performed 
by a priest of the Catholic Church. 

The Ecclesiastical Court decided that the 
marriage was void, and this decision was 
confirmed at Rome. Mrs. Delpit_mean- 
while opposed this action of the Ecclesi- 
astical Court, and in the Civil Courts at 
Montreal last March Justice Archibald de- 
cided that the Church had no authority to 
void the civil contract of marriage. 

Mr. Delpit then appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the Dominion of Canada, and the 
case is now there awaiting decision. The 
fact that he has taken the move announced 
by Mr. Caruthers comes as a surprise, as 
it was expected that as the Catholic clergy 
desired this to be a test emse of their au- 
thority, it would be finally determined 
across the border. , 

According to Mr. Caruthers, Mr. Delpit 
went to Baltimore five months ago, and as 
soon as he has lived there one year he will 
begin his action for a divorce, 
of the action of the Canadian court.

THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 


Chaplain for the Pesthouse—Ordinance 
to Restrict Street Noises, 


At the session of the Municipal Council 
yesterday President Guggenheimer pre- 
sided. A resolution was introduced by Vice 
Chairman Oakley, requesting the Commis- 
sioner of Charities to appoint the Rev. J. .J 


Boyle of St. Ann's Roman Catholic Church 
Chaplain of the pesthouse on North 
Brother Island. The resolution stated that 
for four years Father Boyle had visited the 
pesthouse without remuneration, and that 
it was proper he should receive remunera- 
tion as other chaplains of the city. 

President Guggenheimer introduced an 
ordinance to restrict noise in the streets 
of the city, The ordinance prohibits ped- 
dlers, vendors, and hawkers offering for 
sale merchandise to cry aloud their wares, 
to ring bells, or to blow horns on any street 
in the city before 9 A. M. or after 5 P. M. 
A penalty of $5 to $25 fine is fixed for each 
offense. 

It was explained when the ordinance was 
introduced that peddlers shouting “ straw- 
berries ’’ began as early as 8 A. M., and 
that the constant cry was kept up until 
after 5 P. M., and was a public nuisance.

TUNNEL STRIKE CALLED OFF 


Agreement Finally Reached by 
Contractors and Employes. 


We fill orders 
by mail. 


To Remain in Force Two Years—aAll 
Strikers Who Apply for Work 
to be Reinstated. 


The strike on the rapid transit tunnel 
was formally declared off last evening by 
the walking delegates who ordered the 
strike. They are P. McMahon and James 
Stewart of the Amalgamated and Eccen- 
tric Engifeers, Matthew McConville of the 
Safety Association of Engineers, James R. 
Green of the Rock Drillers’ and Tool Sharp- 
eners’ Union, and the delegate of the double 
drum hoisters. Timothy Healey of the Ec- 
centric Firemen, whose men were ordered 
on strike without his knowledge, also or- 
dered his men back to work. 

All this was the. result of the final con- 
ference between the committees represent- 
ing the rapid transit contractors and the 
Central Federated Union, which was held 
yesterday afternoon in John B. McDonald's 
office in the Park Row Building. Some of 
the contractors during the conference ob- 
jected very sirongly to a demand on the 
part of the Central Labor Union committee 
for the discharge of the non-union men 
who had taken the places of the strikers in 
some of the sections. They said that the 
strikers were responsible for the employ- 
ment of the non-union men, inasmuch as 
they quit work without warning in the mid- 
dle of a rainstorm, leaving the work in such 
that the employment of other men 
was x cossity. The contractors were so 
firm o.. this point that the Central Feder- 
ated Union committee got up to leave, de- 
claring al] negotiations at an end. 

The contractors decided to reconsider the 
matter, and the result was that they agreed 
to reinstate all the strikers who applied 


for reinstatement within forty-eight hours 
after the strike was declared off. The 
other points in dispute were speedily set- 
tled, and an agreement covering all the 
points in dispute was signed in yeevome of 
General Contractor McDonald. he signers 
were George W. McNulty, Frederick Hol- 
brook, and E. J. Farrell on behalf of the 
contractors and William J. O’Brien, John J. 
Pallas, and Edward Friday on behalf of the 
tunnel workmen. The two committees then 
shook hands and parted with expressions of 
mutual good-will. 

The agreement is for two’years, at the 
end of which time, if there are any differ- 
ences or disputes, they will be settled by 
arbitration. Under its provisions the pres- 
ent union rates of wages are to be paid to 
all the tunnel workers, 
day will be eight hours. ~In the case of the 
double drum hoisters, who demand $2.50 a 
day, it was agreed that they will receive 
$2.25 a day up to July 1, when the wages 
will be $2.00. The non-union men at work 
on the tunnel will be asked to join the 
unions and be given time to make their 
regular applications to the unions. All the 
strikers will be reinstated, as the number 
of men required on the tunnel will be in- 
creasing. Those who cannot get their, old 
jobs back will be carried on the pay rolls 
and put to other work at the wages they 
were receiving until they can be py et 
at their regular work. The question of 
unionizing outside contracts was referred 
to the contractors themselves, and is re- 
garded as dropped. The reason the agree- 
ment was made for two years instead of 
the entire time covered by the contract 
was because at the end of two years the 
union wages in some of the trades may be 
higher than they are now. 

The committee of the Central Federated 
Union made a report of the result of the 
conference last evening to the walking del- 
egates, who later declared the strike off. 
When the news that the agreement. had 
been signed reached them at a meeting in 
Lafayette Hall, 150 East One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street, last evening, they 
broke into cheering, and some of them 
threw their hats in the air. A number of 
the strikers returned to work on the night 
shifts last evening, and the rest will be at 
work to-day.

Earle and William Pitt Earle, the owners 
of the Hotel Earlington and Hotel St. 


James, -Richfield Springs, in which he 
awarded Dickinson $21,640, and himself 
$5,180 for his services as referee, came up 
before Justice Freedman, in the Supreme 
Court for confirmation, and Justice Freed- 
man refused to confirm it, principally on 
the ground that Referee O’Brien had made 
an arrangement with George O. Haynes, 
the stenographer who took the testimony 
by which he was to receive a share ot 
Haynes's fees.

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THE BRONX HIGH SCHOOL 


Public ‘earing to Discuss a Name 
for the Institution. 


Residents of the Borough Want It Called 
After Gouverneur Morris, and 


Not Peter Cooper. ¢ 


It is expected that at the meeting of the 
School Board of Manhattan and the Bronx 
this evening the long-standing controversy 
between the board and many of the resi- 
denis of the Borough of the Bronx over 
the naming of the high school there wilt 
be discussed. The controversy had its 
origin when the name of the high school, 
which is the only one established in the 
Bronx, was changed from the Morris High 
School to the Peter Cooper High School. 

When the school, which is attended by 
both boys and girls in the same classes, 
vas first opened, over three years ago, it 
was known as the Mixed High School. 
This, it was recognized, was an awkward 
appellation, and at the suggestion of some 
of the most prominent residents of the 
Bronx Borough the designation was changed 
to the Morris High School in honor of the 
memory of Gouverneur Morris, who was a 
htelong resident of that section of West- 
chester County which is now a portion of 
New York City. 

The name of Gouverneur Morris has been 
held precious by the residents of this sec- 
ticn of the city for generations. Mogr- 
risania was named in his honor, and there 
is also Morris Avenue, an important thor- 
oughfare in the borough; Morris Heights, 
overlooking the Harlem River, and Port 
Merris, on the shore of the Sound. ‘There- 
fore, the conferring of the name of Morris 
on the high school was regarded by the 
residents of the Bronx with great satis- 
faction. 

When the School Board changed the name 
to that of Peter Cooper it was a distinct 
disappointment, and measures were at once 
taken to have the decision of the board 
changed and the original name restored. 
The North Side Board of Trade, composed 
of residents and business men in the Bronx, 
took the matter up, and passed resolutions 
depreeating the change of name, and re- 
questing the School Board to reconsider its 
action and restore the designation which 
had recommended itself to the old resi- 
dents of the district. The Fordham Club 
and other public bodies in the Bronx took 
similar action, and quite a sentiment in 
opposition to the action of the School Board 
was developed. 

Col, J. A. Goulden, as the representative 
of the North Side Board of Trade, entered 


into a correspondence with President 
O'Brien of the School Board, and after 
several letters had passed between then. 
the matter was finally referred to the 
Committee on Special and High Schools. 
This committee reported against the 
change, and W. J. Ellis, the Secretary of 
the School Board, so notified the North 
Side Board of Trade. The latter body, 
however, did not accept this decision as 
final, but continued the agitation, with the 
result that the School Board receded from 
its ——— sufficiently to agree to give a 
public hearing on the matter. 


OUSTED FROM MEADOW LAND. 


Company Secures’ Eviction Order 
Against an Alleged Squatter at 
Jamaica Bay. 

The action brought by the New Jersey 
Co-operative Land Company to oust Ed- 
ward Essix from the occupancy of certain 
land in the meadows of Jamaica Bay, of 
which the company claimed to be léssee, 
having been decided by Justice Kadian, in 
the Municipal Ceurt at Jamaica, in favor 
of the petitioner, a warrant of eviction 

was issued and executed yesterday. 

The petitioner proceeded upon the theory 
that Mr. Essix, who had built a house on 
the land, which he occupied as a Summer 
residence, was a squatter, as his occupancy 
was entirely without authority. The de- 
fense get up that the lease held by the com- 
pany, which was originally granted by the 
Town Auditors of Jamaica when that au- 
thority was in authority prior to consoli- 
dation and since then continued under the 
commonalty of the City of New York, 
was invalid, and that the company had 
no legal control over the land. 

Justice Kadian held that the validity of 
the lease cannot come in as part of the 
case, at least not in his court, and, fur- 


ther, that the lease was before him, and 
ne had no choice but to treat it as a good 
ease. 

The warrant was placed in the hands of 
Sheriff De Bragga for service. ith depu- 
ties he went to the house in question yes- 
terday and found no one home. The house 
is located on Shad Creek, and is a two- 
story one. The Sheriff forced an entrance 
and his men carried out all the furniture, 
depositing it on the beach. The doors and 
windows were then sealed and a Sherifi’s 
notice was posted, warning all persons 
from entering the house. 

The company will now demand rent from 
the twenty-five other squatters, and if it 
is not paid will evict them.

CHILD FELL 20 FEET, UNHURT. 


“Didn’t | Come Down Quick, Mamma,” 
Said Little Willie Newsham. 


Three-year-old William Newsham, whose 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Henry Newsham, re- 
side at 48 West Hamilton Place, Jersey 
City, fell twenty feet yesterday and escaped 
unhurt.

LEGAL NOTES. 


TELEPHONE COMPANY'S Duty or INSPEc- 
TION.—Patrick McGuire, while a lineman 
in the employ of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany of Buffalo, under his foreman’s direc- 
tion climbed a pole on which thé com- 
pany’s wires were strung, for the purpose 
of tightening them. While so engaged the 
pole broke and he was precipitated to the 
ground. It then appeared the pole was 
decayed and rotten in the interior. In Mc- 
Guire’s suit against the company for dam- 
ages for the severe injuries he received, it 
was conceded the defective condition of 
the pole caused the accident. The tele- 
phone company used the poles of the Roch- 
ester Gas and Electric Company as a part 
of its permanent lines, by license of the 
owner, and this pole, which belonged to 
that company, had been found by its fore- 
nan, months before the accident, to be de- 
cayed and unsafe. A judgment on a yer- 
dict in favor of the plaintiff was unani- 
mously affirmed by the Appellate Division 
of the Fourth Department, and that deci- 
sion was recently upheld by the Court of 
Appeals, by a vote of 4 to 3. Judge Cullen, 
giving the opinion of the court, holds that 
the telephone company, eves not owning 
the pole, owed a duty to its linemen to see 
to it that proper inspection was made of the 
poles, to see that they were capable of sup- 
porting the men while at work. Reason- 
able care on the part of the company in 
providing a reasonably safe place for the 
men to work involved such inspection, not- 
withstanding the pole belonged to the other 
company. Chief Judge Parker, giving a 
dissenting opinion, concurred in by Judges 
Gray and Haight, holds that a person who 
uses a pole, building, steamboat, or other 
re of another as a mere licensee— 
such property remaining in the control and 
possession of the owner—is not bound to 
establish a system of inspection and re- 
— in regard to such property in order 
o protect his employes from injury

MULTIPLICITY OF BENEFICIARIES.—A some- 
what complicated provision of the will of T. 
Addison Richards was passed upon by Jus- 
tice Lawrence yesterday in Supreme Court, 
Special Term, in an action brought by the 
Central Trust Company, as_ executor, 
against Jabez J. Richards and others for 
its construction. The testator gave 
residuary estate ‘“‘equally to my brothers 
and sisters, and their children living at the 
time of my decease, and also the father and 
brothers of my beloved wife and their chil- 
dren now living, who may continue to be 
living at my decease.” The testator left 
surviving two brothers and two sisters, 
twenty-nine nephews and nieces, some of 
whose parents were living and some de- 
ceased at the date of his death; two grand- 
nephews, the children of a deceased daugh- 
ter of his deceased brother, and one grand- 


niece and three grand-nephews, the chil- 
dren of a deceased son of his living sister. 
There were also living at the date of testa- 
tor’s death three of his deceased wife's 
brothers, of whom one had two sons, an- 
other one son, and the other no children. 
Justice Lawrence comes to the conclusion 
that the testator intended that his estate 
should be divided ‘‘ per capita between his 
brothers and sisters and the children of 
such brothers and sisters who might be liv- 
ing at the time of his death, and the testa- 
tor’s wife’s brothers, and their children 
who might then be living at the time of his 
death.”” The Court therefore directs that 
such estate shall be divided into forty-one 
shares, and that one of such shares is to go 
to each living brother and sister and nep - 
ew and niece of the testator, and each liv- 
ing brother and nephew of his wife.
